HYDE PARK, N. Y., Sept. 9 
(AP).—In an executive order which 
was described officially as tossing

The order set up five principal 
divisions: the White House office, 
the budget bureau, the national re- 
sources planning board, a liaison 
office for personnel management, 
and an office of Government re- 
ports. 

In addition, it provided “in the 
event of a national emergency, or 
threat of a national emergency,” 
for “such office for emergency man- 
agement as the President shall de- 
termine.” 

In general, the order listed in 
detail the duties of White House 
officials in accordance with 
changes already made in the set- 
up of the executive offices under 
a plan for Government reorganiza- 
tion. 

Roosevelt said it was intended to 
establish systematic procedures “so 
that the flow of work will be 
speedy, smooth and effective.” 

“Only after this has been ac- 
complished,” his statement said, 
“will the President have adequate 
machinery for the business-like 
handling of his job.” 

With reference to the so-called 
brain trust, a group of individuals 
like Thomas Corcoran and Benja- 
min Cohen, generally understood to 
be key advisers to the chief exe- 
cutive, Stephen T. Early, a presi- 
dential secretary, told reporters: 

“It is out the window for the 
much heralded and celebrated crea-

BRITISH CABINET EXPECTS 
WAR TO LAST THREE YEARS 


All Departments Instructed to Plan on This 
Basis and to Increase Output to 
Meet All Demands. 


LONDON, Sept. 9..(AP).— The 
British Government announced to- 
day it would base its policy on the 
assumption that the war would last 
at least three, years. 

The Ministry of Information, 
which made the announcement, said 
the decision was agreed on at a 
meeting of the War Cabinet. 

The War Cabinet is “confident 
that this significant decision will 


meet with the whole-hearted sup- 
port of the British people and will 
be welcomed by our allies and 
friends,” the Ministry said. 

Urgent instructions have been is- 
sued to all government departments 
to prepare plans for the future on 
this basis, it was announced. 

The Ministry of Supply is to take 
immediate steps to insure that pro- 
ductive capacity for all kinds of 
munitions is increased “on the scale 
required to meet every possible de- 
mand.” 

Conforming arrangements are be- 
ing made by the Admiralty and the 
Air Ministry. 

“Make no mistake,” a military 
expert said. “This is going to be 
a long war and a big war, and 
we are convinced that. Germany 
will not crack until there is noth- 
ing else left for her to do, 

“It may last two years, it may 
last 10.” 

He cautioned the public that 
stories of discontent in Germany 
might be only “wishful thinking” 
and said these stories “will not 
make our task any easier.” 

The communique on naval opera- 
tions said “already there are prac- 
tically no German merchant ships 
on the high seas. Some have been 
captured by our warships. In more 
than one case the crew of the 
German ships opened the seacocks 
and scuttled the ship before aban- 
doning her. 

“The great majority of German 
merchant ships which were at sea 
or in neutral ports on the outbreak 
of war are sheltering in neutral 
ports. 
54 Ships in Spanish Ports. 

“It has already been announced 
that 54 German merchant ships are 
sheltering in the northwest Spanish 
part of Vigo and that there are 
several German merchant vessels in 
Japanese ports. 

“There are also numerous enemy 
merchant ships which have sought 
shelter in North and South Amer- 
ica, Iceland and elsewhere. 

“Provided ne sieps have been 
taken by these vessels to arm them- 
selves as raiders, or to take any 
other part in hostilities, they are 
not, of course, interned in neutral 
harbors. They know, however, that 
if they should leave port they will 
almost certainly fall into the hands 
of units of the royal navy.”

CANADA'S PARLAMENT 
VOTES 10 ENTER WA 


Formal Declaration of Hostili- 
ties Against Germany Ex- 
pected Soon. 


OTTAWA, Sept. 9 (Canadian 
Press).—Canada’s Parliament to- 
night approved the Government's 
policy, which is expected to lead to 
an early declaration of war against 


Germany. 

After the Senate had approved 
the Government’s policy unanimous- 
ly, the House of Commons at 10:25 
p. m. also indorsed it without’a 
record vote, 

Prime Minister W. L. Mackenzie 
King earlier had told Commons 
that parliamentary approval of the 
Government’s policy would be fol- 
lowed by immediate steps “for a 
formal proclamation of a state of 
war” between Canada and Germany. 

The Prime Minister’s office de- 
clined to name the exact hour when 
the proclamation would be issued, 
but stated it might be within a few 
hours. 

A Government source said later, 
however, that the proclamation 
probably would not be issued until 
7 a. m. tomorrow. 

The Cabinet still was in session 
shortly before midnight. 

Overseas Air Unit Suggested. 

The Prime Minister has sug- 
gested that one of the best ways 
Canada could immediately help 
Britain would be to

said Canada would help Britain and 
France with airmen and supplies. 

The parliamentary votes tech- 
nically were being taken on a mo- 
tion to approve the Government's 
address in reply to the speech from 
the Throne of last Thursday.

A-turbulent customer in the tav- 
ern at 1206 Dillon street was shot 
to death last evening by the bar- 
tender, George Nassif, who had re- 
fused to sell him a drink. 

Avery Selby, 31 years old, ped-. 
dler and ex-convict, went into the 
tavern shortly before 7 p. m., with 
a bottle of beer in his hand, and 
asked Nassif for another bottle. 


The bartender, thinking him in- 
toxicated, refused and turned to 
serve another man. 

“He brandished the bottle and 
made threats to wreck the place,” 
Nassif told police later. “When he 
leaned over the bar and raised the 
bottle to strike me, I reached under 
the bar and took an automatic pis- 
tol. I don’t know how many times 
I fired.” 

The bartender ran out, locking 
the door to keep witnesses from 
leaving while he called for police. 
The first policeman to enter found 
Selby dead on the floor, with a 
chest wound and two head wounds. 
He resided at 1337 Hickory street 
with his wife and 5-year-old child, 

Selby was sent to the Missouri 
Penitentiary in 1930 under a i0- 
year sentence for two local street 
holdups. He previously had 
served two Workhouse terms, one 
for possession of a stolen automo- 
bile and one for annoying a wom- 
an in Lafayette Park.

The broadcaster identified him- 
self as Warsaw's Mayor and said 
he was speaking from the Warsaw 
radio station. 

The Warsaw radio at 6:30 p. m, 
(11:30 a. m. St. Louis time) admon- 
ished. the population to refuse to 
listen to “false reports” circulated 
by Germany which declared the 
city had fallen. The .broadcaster 
asked the Polish stations at Lwow 
and Wilno to tell foreign stations, 
particularly in England and France 
that Poland still held Warsaw. 

The broadcast attributed to the 
Mayor came at 7:20 p. m. (12:20 p. 
m. St. Louis time), an hour after 
the Warsaw radio announced that 
although the capital was “under 
constant bombing, we will not yield, 
We will hold out to the very last 
minute.” j 

Details of the Polish stand were 
vague, but radio reports indicated 
the city was taking a battering 
from German bombers. The sound 
of air raid sirens came through re- 
ceiving sets here on an average of 
every 20 minutes, with only a few 
minutes between the “all clear” 
signal and a wail announcing new 
attacks.

ROME, Sept. 9 (AP).—Premier 
Mussolini passed the word along 
to the Italian people today that 
they should go on quietly with their 
work while Italy prepares for. its 
role—as yet a puzzling secret—in 
the European War. 

Mussolini publicly maintained 
his silence but an anti-Brtiish 
movement appeared in the Italian 
press as though in an effort to 
split France away from British

WIFT penetration of the Ger- 
man armies into the heart of 
Poland, which has amazed 
military observers, has been pos- 
sible through the specialized de- 
velopment of mechanized units 
since the World War. 


Fast tanks, equipped with 
powerful machine guns, and ar- 
mored motor cars of various 
types have transported Hitler's 
forces and supplies at a pace 
undreamed of in the days before 
the development of the motor. 


Poland’s good roads near the 
frontiers have aided the Ger- 
mans in their rapid advance. If 
the Polish plan of defense em- 
braced stout barriers to _ the 
march of the battle cars they 
obviously bogged down. 


Sir Douglas Haig of Great 
Britain said the general supe- 
riority of the Allies in the last 
years of the World War in tanks 
and other mechanized equipment 
“undoubtedly contributed pow- 
erfully to their success.” How- 
ever, he added, “Every mechan- 
ical device so far produced is 
dependent for its most effective

Germany took a leaf from ex- 
perience in the World War, and, 
after Hitler rearmed the nation, 
much attention was devoted to 
improving mechanized units. In 
the many military displays in 
Berlin in recent years the tanks 
and armored cars rumbled over 
the streets in a seemingly end- 
less stream. 

Use of mechanized devices in 
warfare is not modern. The ah- 
cient Romans used the testudo, 
or tortoise, and the medieval 
“belfry” in siege operations, in 
which missles were thrown. Be- 
tween 1395 and 1405 “battle cars” 
equipped with lances were used. 

The first definite proposal for 
a fighting tank was made in En- 
gland in 1906-1908, but the proj- 
ect died for lack of support. 

The Holt“caterpillar,” designed 
in the-United States, was adopt- 
ed during the World War. The 
name “tank” was suggested in 
England in 1915 to insure se- 
crecy during the experimental 
stages. The first trial of the 
new machine was on Feb. 2, 1914,

NEW YORK, Sept. 9 (AP).—The 
far-reaching attacks of European 
belligerents against enemy ship- 
ping on the high seas carried an 
indirect blow at American interests 
today in the torpedoing of the 
loaded oil tanker Kennebec near 
the English coast. 

Although the 5548-ton vessel flew 
the British flag, it was owned by 
a subsidiary of Standard Oil of 
New Jersey, the Anglo-American Oil 
Co. of London. It was commanded 
by Capt. E. J. Instune and left New 
York Aug. 8 for Aruba, off the 


Venezuela coast, where Standarc 
Oil maintains a refinery. The 
Kennebec traveled from there to 
San Juan, Puerto Rico, and back 
to Aruba before sailing Aug. 22 for 
England with a load of fuel oil. 

Standard Oil executives in New 
York said they believed all the 
crew members were British.

Cash-and-Carry Plan. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9 (AP).— 
The question of when Congress will 
be called appears to have been de- 
ferred at least until next week. It 
is said the administration has not 
yet drafted any new proposals for 
revision of the Neutrality Act, but 
it is deemed certain that Congress 


will be asked to repeal the exist- 
ing arms embargo. 

Highly-placed officials say pub- 
lic sentiment probably will deter- 
mine whether the President will 
ask for complete repeal of all neu- 
trality legislation or will suggest 
the substitution of a cash-and-carry 
program for the present law. 

Under a cash-and-carry program, 
belligerents would be able to buy 
whatever they wanted in the United 
States provided they paid in ad- 
vance and Carried away the goods 
in their own ships. This proposal 
would open United States markets 
to Great Britain and France, be- 
cause they presumably would have 
control of the Atlantic sea lanes, 


Roosevelt is represented in some 
‘quarters as anxious to obtain as- 
surances from all congressional 
leaders—both Democrats and Re- 
publicans—that the special session 
will be confined to action on neu- 
trality and that it will be as brief 
as possible. 

Fight Over Embargo Predicted. 


Administration officials say there 
has been evidence of increasing sen- 
timent for repeal of the present 
law’s embargo provision, but this 
is disputed by Senator Frazier 
(Rep.), North Dakota, who pre- 
dicted today there will be a “de- 
termined battle” if Congress is 
asked to repeal the embargo, and 
declared that “any attempt to sup- 
ply arms to either side will push 
us into that mixup.” 

Frazier, who left for his home 
today, said he is confident there 
will be no special session for sev- 
eral weeks. 

“I don’t think the President will 
call Congress unless he feels pret- 
ty certain he can get what he 
wants in a hurry,” he said, “and I 
oelieve he knows that is not pos- 
sible on neutrality legislation.” 

On the other hand, Senator Guf- 
fey (Dem.), Pennsylvania, asserted 
that the neutrality law can be re- 
vised along the lines desired by the 
administration within two weeks 
‘after Congress is reconvened un- 
‘less there was “a filibuster by a 
‘handful of Senators.” 

Although the President has no 
power to limit the agenda of a 
special session, some informants 
asserted he might issue a procla- 
mation asking Congress to act 
specifically on the neutrality ques- 
trati Not since the Taft adminis- 


tration has a president definitely 
‘named a subject for consideration 
‘in a proclamation calling Congress 
into special session. 


State Department Saying Little, 


The State Department continued 
its close watch on developments 
‘abroad today, but officials had lit- 
jtle to say. Due to the hostilities, 
ithe department closed its consul- 
ates at Breslau, Germany, and 
‘Strasbourg, France. A series of 
orders was issued applying to the 
union of South Africa the neutral- 
ity restrictions previously imposed 
against other belligerents in the 
European war. South Africa de- 
clared war on Germany this week. 

Authorities said the administra- 
tion believed it now has established 
}all necessary machinery to protect 
American neutrality, and—in the 
jeheenee of unforeseen developments 
i 


—will take no further important 
‘steps until Congress is called into 
‘special session. 
| Rounding out a week of activ- 
‘ity designed to equip the adminis- 
tration to meet all problems aris- 
ing from the war, Roosevelt has 
reorganized the White House staff, 
and previously had proclaimed a 
state of limited national emergency, 
He then issued a series of execu- 
‘tive orders designed to bolster the 
istreigth of the nation’s armed 
‘forces, facilitate the return of 
|Americans stranded in Europe and

All 
the rest of the shop was given over 
to military shirtings. 

One by one women are appear- 
ing where men usually work. The 
trolleys have woman drivers. There 
are woman waiters where there 
used to be men.

Women fill 
sandbags, direct traffic and sell 
newspapers on the streets.

U.S. ARMY JOURNAL 
SAYS WAR CABINET 
HAMPERS BRITISH 


Asserts Roosevelt’s . “Inner 
Government for Defense’’ 
Is Far Superior. 


WASHINGTON, Sept 9 (AP).— 
The Army and Navy Journal criti- 
cised British war Cabinets today 
and said that an inner “government 
for national defense,” growing out 
of frequent White House confer- 
ences on safeguarding -American 
neutrality and national interests, 
was superior to them. 

The Journal said this informal 
high command, headed by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt included Secretary 
of State Hull, Secretary of War 
Woodring, Gen. George C. Marshall, 
Army Chief of Staff, and Admiral 
Harold R. Stark, Chief of Naval 
Operations. 

“England during the World War,” 
the Journal commented, “creatéd a 
war cabinet, made up of ministers 
without portfolios, who had slight 
contacts with the War Department 
and the Admiralty and who had to 
call upon military and naval advis- 
ers, thereby taking them from the 
important strategical study in 
which they were engaged. 

It is not surprising that the 
cumbersome machine creaked.

ISTANBUL, Sept. 9 (AP).—The 
Government announced today that 
several classes of reservists had 
been called to duty with the army. 
Istanbul streets were jammed with 
reservists leaving by train and boat. 
Many were reported sent to Adrian- 
pole, near Bulgaria.

Japanese Flyers Reach Newark. 

NEWARK, N. J., Sept. 9.—The 
Japanese good-will flyers arrived at 
Newark Airport today from Chica- 
go. They were greeted by Japa- 
nese girls wearing kimonos and 
waving American and Japanese 
flags. Delegations of Japanese 
were present from New York, Phil- 
adelphia and Boston. 
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in the new European war, authori- 
tative international sources here say 
that the Rome-Berlin axis is still 
functioning. 


Reichsfuehrer Hitler and Premier 
Mussolini, these sources insist, will 
regularly exchange views on the 
world situation under terms of their 
consultative pact. 


These circles, which include dele- 
gations from numerous neutral 
countries, as well as belligerents, 
hear that Germany for the moment 
chooses to consider itself at war 
only with Poland. 

Peace Proposal Expected. 

When German armies attain their 
objectives in Poland, when and if 
the Warsaw area falls, Hitler is 
expected to propose a peace ar- 
rangement. 

If this is rejected and Germany 
then believes itself irrevocably at 
war with Britain and France, it is 
believed here that Hitler again. will 
consult Mussolini to determine if he 
needs Italian military aid. 

But generally well informed 
sources expect France and Brit- 
ain will seek to obtain at least the 
permanent neutrality of Italy. 

From a larger world standpoint, 
Geneva sources see that the future 
Italian attitude toward the Allied 
cause may be considerably influ- 
enced by the Japanese decision to 
follow a policy of “non-involve- 
ment” in the European war. 

This correspondent is informed 
that the new Japanese Government 
plans to seek peace in China 
through a Chinese so-called “legiti- 
mist” government in Shanghai. 

Japan Wants Peace in China. 

Japanese, chagrined and fearful 
following announcement of the Rus- 
sian-German pact, are declared to 
be determined to bring a quick end 
to the Chinese war by trying to get 
China to accept a plan they think 
will give a face-saving appearance 
of neither a victorious nor a van- 
quished nation. 

By this policy Japanese hope to 
satisfy China’s pride and remove 
the cause of a later conflict such 
as many Japanese believe was cre- 
ated in Europe by the Versailles 
treaty.

Traffic 
conditions and a bar on all lights 
made the trip a nightmare. We 
did not reach Nalenczow until after 
midnight. 

Resort Town Deserted. 

We traveled in an old automo- 
bile requisitioned for us and filled 
with gasoline by Polish authorities, 
When we reached the little resort 
town it was deserted except for a 
long line of motor cars trying to 
get fuel from the only gasoline 


pump. 


We found the Poltsh Foreign Of- 
fice—which had been ag Nalenczow 


headquarters farther east out of 
the line of the German’ push grom 
the West and South. 

Foreign Office officials and dtp- 
lomats again packed everything 
hastily into cars and drove off into 
the night for an unnamed destina- 
tion. 

Later we learned that the Ger- 
man radio station in Koenigsberg 
had announced that the Polish 
Foreign Office had moved to Na- 
lenczow and even described the 
house where United States Ambas- 
sador Anthony J. Drexel Biddle Jr. 
had made his headquarters. 

Major Colbern was certain the 
advancing German forces were not 
close enough to reach us before 
daylight and, needing sleep, we had 
our. pick of the deserted houses and 
chateaux of the summer resort. 

Biddle was gone from the cha- 
teau to which he had moved. 

We slept on straw mats while 
hurrying automobiles . outside 
rushed to fill their tanks with gaso- 
line and then sped away eastward 
toward the Russian frontier. 

When we sought breakfast the 
next morning, we were directed by 
an American woman, Mrs. Stefan 
Sliwonski, who formerly was Miss 
Elizabeth Londzeiski of Lakewood, 
O. As the wife of a Polish army 
captain, she and her daughter were 
remaining in Nalenczow. 

Air-Raid Devastation. 

Between Lublin and Lwow I sw 
evidence o:; the heavy casualties 
and severe damage which Germam 


hind the battle lines. 

One town of 3000 inhabitants, 
Tomaszow, was in flames when I 
stopped there for more than an 
hour during the night. 

At least 30 persons had been 
killed, many wounded and more 
than 200 homes burned. Frantic 
villagers feared there were more 
casualties trapped in the burning 
ruins as the result of a bombihg 
raid that afternoon when the town 
was crowded with peasants on mar- 
ket day. 

A weeping Jewish woman by the 
roadside told me how the villagers 
suddenly had seen nine specks ap- 
pear in the sky about 3 p. m. A 
few moments later nine German 


lagers ran for cover. 

Quickly terrific explosions shook 
the town as incendiary and other 
smaller explosive bombs fell from 
the planes. Fires flared in a dozen 
places at once. The frantic popu- 
lace fought to escape the burning 
buildings into the open countryside. 

The woman's story was confirmed 
by other villagers while I watched 
the town burninx. 

With telephone and telegraph 
communications interrupted and 
no automobiles or horses available, 
it is impossible to make a survey of 
“other Polish towns to determine ex- 
tent of the damage by Germany's 
air invaders. 

All the villagers agreed that there’ 
were no troops in Tomaszow nor 
any industries which might be con- 
sidered military objectives, 
Disrupted communications and a 
strict censorship made it impos- 
sible to file dispatches from Po- 
land, forcing us to go to Rumania. 

Polish Troops Moving Up. 
Along the entire road from War- 
saw, we saw no retreating Polish 
troops. All that were moving by 
day and by ngiht were going to- 
ward the front lines.

Thanks to the uninterrupted 
advance of German troops in 
the Eastern theater of war, Ger- 
many’s Eastern frontier has 
been rendered secure for all 
time.

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BRITISH CONTRABAND 
IST RECALLS 1914 


No U. S. Objections Likely Be- 
cause It Follows One Amer- 
ica Issued in 1917, 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9 (AP) — 
The question of contraband, which 
raised so many controversies for 
the American Government during 
the World War, seems likely to 
cause little trouble in Washington 
during the present Eyropean con- 
flict. 

Contraband means a product use- 
ful in war, which a belligerent 
could take from a neutral ship if 
destined to another belligerent. 

The British Government already 
has presented this Government 
with a list of what—for the mo- 
ment—it will regard as contraband. 
It embraces everything likely to 
prove useful to the German army, 
navy and air force. It has been re- 
ceived here without a murmur, 
possibly because it is, almost word 
for word, the very list the United 
States itself issued when it became 
a belligerent in 1917. 

In the World War, the British 
started out with a small list and 
gradually extended it. The exten- 
sion Was accompanied by regrets, 


protests and reservations of rights 


on the. part of the United States. 

When the United States itself be- 
came a belligerent, things looked 
different, however. The Govern- 
ment June 30, 1917, issued a contra- 
band list which could be easily 
mistaken for the one Great Britain 
issued the other day. 

The present British contraband 
list contains five categories, as did 
the American list of 1917. The 
British list starts out with the 
words: “All kinds of arms, am- 
munition, explosives, chemicals or 
appliances suitable for use in chem- 
ical warfare, and machines for 
their manufacture and repair; com- 
ponent parts thereof, articles neces-

Analysis of Results. 

Conquest of German territory 
even so industrially rich as the Saar 
ara, was considered by military ob- 
servers to be merely incidental to 
two main results of the first week's 
operation of Gen. Maurice Gustave 
Gamelin’s plan to aid Poland 
through the “back door.” 

These results, not only obvious to 
observers but confirmed in the cau- 
tious terms of the General Staff's 
communiques, were: 

1, Germany already 1s rushing up 
reinforcements to the Siegfried 
line, diverting that many divisions 
from those available to attack Po- 


land, ‘ 


2. The French advanced approxi- 
mately half-way through the 15-mile 
wide No-Man’s-Land separating the 
northern flanks of the Maginot and 
Siegfried lines, thus clearing posi- 
tions for assault on the main line 
Nazi fortification. 

Not to be considered as repre- 
senting an outstanding immediate 
French victory, observers said this 
analysis of the first week’s results 
was only preliminary to long op- 
erations which were certain to grow 
increasingly difficult. 

Cautious French Offensive. 

The French have taken the of- 
fensive against the German west 
wall fortifications which French 
military men admittedly consider- 
a formidable defense even if built 
on different principles from. the 
French Maginot line. 

This fact was reflected in the 
cautious manner in which the 
French opened their drive. Having 
devoted a week to preparatory 
clean-up of approaches to the Sieg- 
fried line, they have not yet made 
contact at the Siegfried line prop- 
er. 
Although German reinforcements 
were observed moving down the 
valleys toward Trier, which lies 
just in front of the Siegfried line 
at the northernmost end of the zone 
of hostilities, this had little appreci- 
able effect on the campaign in Po- 
land, 

The German advance, indicated 
even in Polish communiques reach- 
ing Paris, appeared to be continu- 
ing in all sectors with the Poles 
making a desperate stand before 
Warsaw and on the line of the mid- 
dle Vistula River through the city 
of Lodz. It was understood here 
that the Polish army established a 
strong line of resistance along this 
front where the Russians stopped 
a German drive in 1914. The line 
held firm for months. 

Real Decision in West. 

It was on the Western front, 
however, that French observers be- 
lieve the real issue of the war lay. 
It is here, they say, regardless of 
what happens to Poland, that a de- 
cisive conflict between France, Brit- 
ain and Germany will have to be 
fought out. 

Britain and France already have 
made it clear that even if Germany 
succeeds in Adolf Hitler’s plan for

War Stabilized at the Start. 

Where the last World War start- 
ed as one of maneuver, this war 
already was stabilized in the 
trenches with positions fully manned 
before the first shot was fired. 
action started Monday with heavy 
artillery fire along the whole front 
from Luxembourg to the Swiss 
frontier. 

It is not yet established just ex- 
actly what the first French move 
was, although the rest of the pic- 
ture of the first week’s fighting 
is now fairly ‘clear. 

It was thought at the time that 
the French started—just as fight- 
ing was resumed so many times 
during the World War—there would 
b> a double flank action at both 
ends of the line, leaving the Ger- 
mans in doubt whether the main 
pressure would come through the 
Burgundy Gate just north of Switz- 
erland or along the Moselle Valley 
at the opposite end of the front. 
Tuesday’s and Wednesday’s offi- 
cial communique left no doubt 
that the French continued the op- 
eration with a cleanup of no-man’s- 
land in the Saar Basin on the north- 
ern flank. Meanwhile, heavy ar- 
tillery pressure on the south was 
continued to keep the Germans 
guessing whether the Moselle ad- 
vance was a carefully planned 
feint. 

Jump-Off Points Seized. 


As the attack developed, the 
French struck lightning biows in 
cleaning out first one pocket and 
then another between the Moselle 
and the Rhine, straightening lines 
in advance of the Maginot and 
wresting positions from Nazi troops 
for jump-off points against the 
Siegfried line, : 

It is now apparent that first 
patrols struck out just southeast 
of the Luxembourg frontier along 
the Moselle Valley proper. Then 
action shifted further southeast- 
ward with troops swinging into ac- 
tion northwest of the Lauterburg 
“hinge” of the front where it juts 
sharply in toward Germany like a 
swinging door left ajar. 

This action thrust the French 
deep into Bienwal: forest, where 
the Siegfried line approaches clos- 
est to the Maginot fortifications 
on the northern flank. 

Thursday afternoon and night the 
French drive, which by then was 
reaching stiffer German opposition, 
shifted back to the Moselle Valley 
where reports, unconfirmed by gen- 
eral staff communiques, said the ad- 
vance reached the depth of seven 
or eight miles. 

Forest Salient Captured. 

With ever-changing rapidity the 
next French penetration came Fri- 
day night with capture of the 
Warndt forest which stuck like a 
clenched fist into French territory 
west of Forbach. 

This forest covers that part of the 
Saar mining area which the French 
won the right to work for a period 
of years before the Saar was re- 
turned to Germany in 1935. French 
worked the mines under the forti- 
fied German forest by means of 
shafts which started on the French 
side of the frontier.

Faster Gains Than Expected. 


Goering said in his speech of al- 
most two hours that nobody even 
in Germany had expected such a 
rapid advance of the German war 
machine. Officials explained that 
the army was using the same vise- 
like encircling tactics at Warsaw 
that have proved successful in 
other sections. 

There is an obvious desire to 
avoid damage to the large cities 
and industrial centers. By cutting 
off Warsaw from the rest of Poland, 
officials said they hoped the capital 
would surrender without a struggle. 

Similarly Lodz was reported en- 
circled and it was explained author- 
itatively that there were so many 
Germans in Lodz that the army 
hoped that storming it might be 
avoided. 

Most encouraging from the Ger- 
man point of view is that many of 
the industrial points are already 
held by Nazi forces. Silesia, with 
its coal, zinc, lead and advanced 
chemical industry, is considered a 
rich find. 

Equally important is the reported 
capture of the so-called “munitions 
triangle,” centering about Sando- 
mierz. Germans assert the Poles 
are now completely cut off from 
all necessities of war and such mili- 
tary forces as remain can do noth- 
ing but exhaust whatever they now 
have in the way of munitions and 
supplies. 

Unusual Use of Radio. 

In its attempt to hasten the rout 
of Polish forces and undermine the 
civilian morale, the German war 
machine has invoked the aid of 
radio in an unusual manner, tuning 


Germans ‘Take Two Towns 
In Advance on Lublin 


in on exactly the same wave length 
as one of two Warsaw broadcast- 
ing stations which seems to have 
been silenced by German planes. 

The German station from time to 
time gives broadcasts in Polish pur- 
porting to come from Warsaw. 
People are told their government 
drew them into a hopeless fight. 
Broadcasts in the Polish language 
have been made over regular Ger- 
man stations throughout the week. 

While professing amusement at 
British leaflets, German publicists 
speak with the greatest indignation 
of Britain’s declaration of its inten- 
tion to seize contraband on the 
seas, The afternoon press recalled 
the rigors of the British blockade 
during the World War and said 
the British were up to their old 
tricks of making war on defense- 
less women and children whom they 
are trying to starve. This time, 
however, they assert that Germany 
is immune to a blockade. 

Raw Materials in Russia. 

In his speech, Goering said a 
blockade would be ineffective be- 
cause Russia has plenty of raw ma- 
terials and will supply them. Ru- 
mania, Yugoslavia and Hungary are 
neutral, hence will also supply Ger- 
many with supplies. 

Goering added that Poland was 
rich in ores and agricultural prod- 
ucts and, with German efficiency, 
production in the occupied areas 
would be stepped up enormously. 

The first official intimation of 
war activity on the western front 
came today with the announcement 
that five French planes had been 
shot down and one forced to land at 
a German airport where the crew 
of three officers was arrested. 

In addition, officials admitted, 
“occasional little exchanges” are 
taking place along the Siegfried- 
Maginot lines, but it was asserted 
that no major action had taken 
place. 

That fortifications work on the 
Siegfried Line is still continuing 
was indicated by a telegram sent 
to Goering on completion of his 
speech by Labor Leader Robert 
Ley. Ley stated he heard the 
speech “amidst workers on the 
Western fortifications.” 

Sacrifices Called for. 

In the speech Goering told Ger- 
many that, although there were 
plenty of food reserves, supreme 
sacrifices must be made by all ro 
prevent waste. Almost coincident 
with his statement came press re- 
leases indicating further restric- 
tive measures. 

Throughout Berlin, for instance, 
all restaurants and saloons must 
close at 1 a. m. Hitherto they 
were permitted to remain open 
until 3 a. m. A war tax on beer 
of 4 to 5.6 cents a liter (about a 
quart) was decreed. 

As‘ a further war measure, the 
number of girls in camps for the 
nation’s labor service was doubled 
to 100,000. In a special order of 
the day by Constantin Hierl, the 
Reich’s Labor Service leader, the 
girls were admonished to “help 
German mothers, especially those 
farmers’ wives who are doubly en- 
gaged through the drafting of their 
husbands.” 

Other decrees announced tonight 
strictly regulate the distribution of 
coal, order confiscation in favor 
of the State of all unroasted coffee 
now in the hands of wholesale and 
retail stores and provide a series 
of restrictions on the use of metals 
in building construction.

COMMINGLED TRSTS 
AD SMALL INVESTOR 


Funds Pooled for Investment 
by 16 Groups Show Average 
Return of 5.6 Pct.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9—A new 
device for the small investor known 
as a commingled, cr common trust, 
is declared in a report just issued 
by the Securities and Exchange 
Commission to have yielded a gross 
return during nearly a decade, in- 
cluding the depression years, rang- 
ing from 6.2 to 4.7 per cent and av- 
eraging 5.6 per cent. This is de- 
clared to have been substantially 
higher than earnings by manage- 
ment investment companies, and to 


have compared favorably with av- 
erage yields during the same period 
for 45 corporate bonds and 9 
stocks, the respective figures for 
which are given as 5.1 and 4.8 per 
cent. 

The common trust combines a 
number of small personal trusts or 
estates into one common fund for 
administration, and is managed by 
a bank or trust company*as trus- 
tee. The purpose is to procure a 
diversified investment medium. 
Latest figures available show the 
existence of 16 of these common 
trusts, administered by 10 banks, 
with some 6400 participating indi- 
vidual accounts and assets of $39,- 
000,000. Three-fourths of the par- 
ticipating interests are declared to 
be less than $5000, and a majority 
of the group is less than $2000. The 
earliest commingled trust was cre- 
ated as recently as 1927. 

The combined portfolio of these 
bodies, it is stated, shows assets 
consisting of 36 per cent in bonds, 
32 per cent in common stocks, 19 
per cent of preferred stock, 11 per 
cent of mortgages and 2 per cent 
of other investments. Utility bonds 
accounts for 18 per cent of the total 
assets, railroad bonds for 9 per cent 
and United States Government 
bonds for 5 per cent. The average 
common trust fund consists of 
about 81 different investments, with 
& complete turnover every four 
years. This turnover rate is de- 
clared to be about half that of man- 
agement investment companies. 
Interest and dividends of the 16 
common trust funds aggregated 
$11,580,000 in eight years, the re- 
port affirms. Operating expense 
totaled $784,500, or 6.8 per cent of 
gross income. In addition, the man- 
aging banks usually charge fees 
amounting to 5 per cent of annual 
income, as well as entrance and 
withdrawal fees of 1 per cent each 
on the assets cf the individual ac- 
count, 

Nine out of 11 common trust 
funds suffered net losses in 1930, 
it is related, and 11 out of 12 in 
1931. Since that time, every fund 
except one has reported net gains.

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Sept. 9 
(AP).—President Roosevelt had a 
word of praise today for the man- 
ner in which his proclamation of a 
limited state of national emergency, 
issued yesterday in Washington, 
had been handled. 

Stephen T. Early, a presidential 
secretary, said Roosevelt had been 
going through newspaper accounts 
of his action. He told reporters: 
“The President asked me to say to 
you he is very grateful to the 
Washington corps of correspond-

No Evacuation of Berlin.

There 
must be no profiteering. If all 
must sacrifice nobody may profit 
therefrom. The Jew today cannot 
profiteer—he is in a concentration 
camp. 

“I am always going to tell the 
truth to the people. The people 
must enjoy victories as well as de- 
feats. The people deserve confi- 
dence. I may hur )wu, out I will 
never cheat you. .The greatest 
thing the Fuehrer did was to unite 
the entire people.

Roosevelt noted in his statement 
“in the time of national 
emergency, domestic or foreign, the 
job of the President is even more 
difficult.” He added: “In such 
periods, it has always been found 
necessary to establish administra- 
tive machinery in addition to that 
required for the normal work of 
the Government. 


Chance of Friction. . 


“Set up in a time of stress, these 
special facilities sometimes have 
worked at cross purposes both 
within themselves and with the 
regular departments and agencies, 

“In order that the nation may 
not again be caught unaware, ade- 
quate resources for management 
should be provided in advance of 
such periods of emergency. Al- 
though these management facilities 
need be brought into action only 
when an emergency or serious 
threat of emergency exists, they 
must function in an integral rela- 
tionship to the regular manage- 
ment arms of the President.” 

Under Government reorganization 
powers granted by Congress, the 
President already had brought the 
Budget Bureau, the National Emer- 
gency Council and several minor 
agencies into the White House of- 
fices. In addition, he named three 
administrative assistants. 

Duties Defined. 

Today, he disclosed how the 
White House would utilize these 
agencies and officials, as well as 
how the regular White House staff 
would function from now on. 

Three subdivisions were created 
in the major division of the White 
House office: 

1—The secretarics to the Presi- 
dent are to “facilitate and main- 
tain quick and easy communi- 
cation with the Congress, the indi- 
vidual members of the Congress, 


|the heads of executive departments 


and agencies, the press, the radio 
and the general public.” 

2—Rudolph Forster, the execu- 
tive clerk, will handle documents 
and correspondence and supervise 
all clerical services. 


3—The administrative assistants, 
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William McReynolds, Jdmes Rowe 
and Lauchlin Currie, will help the 
President as he directs and have 
no authority over anyone in any 
Government jiepartment or agency, 
including the executive office, ex- 
cept individuals assigned to their 
immediate offices. They will ob- 
tain information and condense it 
for Roosevelt's use. 


“Central Clearing House.” 

The office of Government reports, 
under the direction of Lowell Mel- 
lett, former head of the National 
Emergency Council, will serve as a 
“central clearing house” through 
which individual citizens, organiza- 
tions or citizens, state or local Gov- 
ernment bodies, and Federal agen- 
cies “may transmit inquiries and 
complaints and receive advice and 
information.” 

Thus it holds out to an average 
American the possibility of taking 
his problems to the White House 
where, if they did not receive the 
personal consideration of the Pres- 
ident, they would command the at- 
tention of pesons close to him. 

The National Resources Planning 
Board is to handle problems per- 
taining to both natural and human 
national resources and ecommend 
to the President and Congress 
“long-time plans and programs for 
the wise use and fullest develop- 
ment” of these resources, 


Liaison Office. 

McReynolds, who has had wide 
experience in civil service matters, 
will direct the liaison office for per- 
sonal management. 

This office, together with the 
Budget Bureau and Resources 
Planning Board, the Executive or- 
der said, would constitute the three 
principal management arms of the 
Government for: 

Preparation and administration 
of the budget and improvement of 
administrative management and 
organization. 

Planning for conservation and 
utilization of the nation’s resources. 

Co-ordination of personnel admin- 
istration. 

Under this arrangement, the or- 
der said, “The President will be 
enabled better to carry out his con- 
stitutional duties of informing the 
Congress with respect to he state 
of the Union, of recommending ap- 
propriate and expedient measures, 
and of seeing that the laws are 
faithfully executed.” 


Budget Bureau. 

The Budget Bureau, directed by 
Harold Smith, will continue to per- 
form much the same functions it 
has had in the past, helping pre- 
pare an annual budget, formulat- 
ing the Government’s fiscal pro- 
gram, aiding in the preparation of 
executive orders and proclamations, 
and clearing, co-ordinating and 
making recommendations to the 
the President on proposed legisla- 
tion. 

The executive order becomes ef- 
fective Monday. 

Roosevelt asserted that while the 
President was charged under the 
Constitution with administrative 
management of the executive es- 
tablishment of the Government, in 
many acts of Congress since 1789, 
responsibilities had been placed 
upon him without provision of au- 
thority or machinery to carry them 
into effect.

molded into a compact organization, 
with the functions and duties of 


each unit clearly prescribed, with 
the relationships between units 
carefully defined, and with sys- 
tematic procedures developed so 
that the flow of work will be 
speedy, smooth and effective.” 

While Roosevelt was taking it 
easy on his famiiy estate, he never- 
theless kept in constant touch with 
State Department officials today. 
Furthermore, a special train which 
brought him from Washington last 
night stood ready to carry him back 
to the capital if any grave interna- 
tional problems arose suddenly. 
The President did not expect to 
leave, however, until tomorrow aft- 
ernoon. . 

Direct Telephones to Capital. 
White House officials said direct 
and private telephone lines open 
24 hours a day had been set up be- 
tween the President’s home and the 
capital. Ordinarily, Roosevelt 
keeps in touch with Washington, 
on his Hyde Park visits, by com- 
mercial telephone, on a call-by-call 
basis. 

Early announced that Roosevelt 
had canceled an engagement to 
speak to the Democratic women of 
the United States on Sept. 16. He 
said the President had written Mrs. 
Thomas F. McAllister, head of the 
women’s division of the Democratic 
National Committee, who had made 
arrangements for the address, tell- 
ing her that this was no time for 
partisanship, but for unity and pa- 
triotism. 

He said Mrs. McAllister had been 
authorized to make the letter pub- 
lic in Washington. For the first 
time in a week, Early said Roose- 
velt had a chance to catch up on 
some much needed sleep. Whereas 
he had been roused in Washington 
around 4 or 5 a. m. to receive re- 
ports on the war in Europe, Early 
said he was not disturbed this 
morning until 9 o’clock. 

Between talks with the State De- 
partment, the President considered 
plans for erection of a library for 
his private and public documents, 
drove about his Dutchess County 
estate and visited his hilltop cot- 
tage to look after the installation 
of two truck loads of new wicker 
furniture. He had no appointments 
for today or tomerrow.

Gitlow, Ex-Communist, 
Says for That Reason He 
Hopes Red Party Will Be 


Stamped Out in U. S. 


WASEINGTON, Sept. 9 (AP).—A 
former Communist leader told a 
congressional committee today = 
hoped the party would be stantped 
out in. this country because now 
that Germany and Russia are on 
friendly terms “they will stop at 
othing.” 

: Ben “Gitilow, one-time official in | 
both the International and Ameri- | 
can Communist parties, made this | 
statement to he House committee | 
investigating unAmerican activities | 
during testimony concerning the ac- 
tivities of Russia’s secret police, 
which he said spread throughout 
the world. 

“Now that Russia and Germany 
are working together, they will stop 
at nothing,” Gitlow said. “That's 
why I want to see the Communist 
party stamped out in this country. 

$1,000,000 Counterfeiting Plot. 

Gitlow, - ho said he was expelled 
from the Communist groups in 1929 
after a dispute with Joseph Stalin, 
testified that the Russian ‘secret 
police operated “passport factories” 
to forge credentials for its agents 
was was responsible for a unsuc- 
cessful $1,000,000 counterfeiting 
scheme in this country about 1927 
which was intended to provide bad- 
ly-needed cash for Russia’s inter- 
national trade. 

As an example of the work of the 
“nassport factories” he exhibited a 
passport he said he had used, pur- 
portedly issued by Canada under 
the name “Joseph Hay.” 

Disputing testimony by Earl 
Browder, present head of the Amer- 
ican Community party, that it is in- 
dependent of Moscow, Gitlow told of 
« aferences with secret police lead- 
ers and Russian commercial offi- 
cials while he was active in the 
American party. 

“We did not hesitate to break 
laws, either State or Federal if in 
the aid of party interests,” he added. 

Asserting that “the secret police 
maintain a large staff in every 
country, the witness added, “The 
expense is tremendous, but leaders 
think it one of the most important 
branches.” 

Worked for Recognition by U. S. 


Gitlow testified that as a party 
leader he had conferred with A. 
Broms, then head of Amtorg, the 
Soviet trading corporation, about 
official recognition of Russia by 
the United States before that diplo- 
matic action took place. 

“We talked about what Congress- 


men we should approach,” he said, 
adding that the information then | 
was relayed by the secret police or- 
ganizations. 

The same agents, he continued, 


concocted the vast schemes to coun- 
7 


terfeit American money. 

Gitlow said that as a result, a 
“sincere party worker, Dr. Van 
Burtan, now is serving a 15-year) 
Federal prison sentence because he 
was a dupe of the secret police.” 

The witness said Dr. Burtan con- 
tacted a former German army offi- 
cer who arranged for printing of 
the counterfeit money in Germany. 
Eventually both the German and 
Burtan were caught in Chicago and 
sent to prison, Gitlow said. 

All Subservient to Stalin. 

Gitlow told the committee he | 
knew personally that American 
Communists must be “subservient” 
to Stalin and the Comintern, 

He said Browder had served as 
an agent of the Russian secret 
police in the Orient in 1927 in an 
attempt to set up dummy Com- 
munist organizations in China.

Fahy’s Denial of Statement. | 

Fahy said the conference took 
place shortly after the courts up-| 
held a boar dorder directing Rem-| 
ington-Rand to reinstate discharged 
workers even if employes hired to/|

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Fact-Finding on Propaganda 


AMERI CAN AGENCY ANALYZES THE TRICKS 
AND EXPOSES SOME OF HIDDEN MOTIVES

NEW YORK, Sept. 9. 

OINCIDENT with the outbreak of hos- 
C tilities in Europe and the realization that 

propaganda machines of belligerents will 
soon be working at top speed to sway opinion 
one way or another, subscribers to the Insti- 
tute for Propaganda Analysis this month re- 
ceived the second annual report of the organi- 
zation, founded two years ago to “assist the 
public in detecting and analyzing propa- 
ganda.” 

The text of some of the analytical reports 
issued by the Institute this year and last, 
treating of events in Europe, are of utmost 
interest to the American reader. Some are 
almost prophetic, although prophecy is not 
the field of the organization. The study 
scheduled for release Oct. 1, selected before 
aetual warfare in Poland began, is a discus- 
sion of Europe’s present crisis and what it 
means to America, emphasizing the prop- 
agandas revolving about our own foreign 
policy. 


Scope of the Work; 


Some of Subjects Treated 

Let it not be concluded, however, that the 
work of the Institute has been devoted en- 
tirely to foreign propaganda, unless the prop- 
agandas within our own borders may be de- 
scribed as alien to American ideals and 
concepts. Virtually every monthly bulletin 
regardless of date, concentrates on a sub- 
ject now the topic of intense and frequently 
heated public discussion. Mailed monthly to 
about 7000 subscribers, reports have been 
made on the following subjects and others 
since October, 1937: 

‘The Munich Plot”; “The Attack on De- 
mocracy,” a study of the domestic crop of 
Nazi-Fascist groups. and leaders; ‘“‘Commu- 
nist Propaganda in the U. 8.”; ‘‘Propaganda 
in the News”; “Propaganda in the Schools’’; 
“Britain Woos America’; and continued dis- 
cussiong on the way of the propagandist in 
periodicals, on radio networks, and through 
“public relations counsel,” more commonly 
known as publicity men, paid to get favorable 
comment published or to keep unfavorable 
happenings in the dark. 

Other releases surveyed “The Movies ‘and 
Propaganda”; “The Ford Sunday Evening 
Hour’; “Propaganda Techniques of German 
Fascism”; “‘The Associated Farmers’; “‘The 
A. & P. Campaign,” and the wars in China 
and Spain with emphasis on the propaganda 
methods pursued by the antagonists. The 
discussion of “‘News From Europe” is par- 
ticularly significant now’ to the accompani- 
ment of booming artillery although it was 
published and reached subscribers a year 
ago. 

Inquiry for predication of the document 
written last June entitled: “Father Coughlin; 
Priest and Politician,” supplied institute re- 
searchers with so many striking examples of 
the fine art of propaganda, that the institute

ence, the Institute has focused its gaze on 
a variety of subjects, comparing the declara- 
tions of partisans to accredited fact, an- 
nounced intentions to actual performances, 
and thereby in a fashion has underlined for 
the reader the common devices used to ex- 
cite the public mind against reason. In this 
manner, often permitting the reader to reach 
his own conclusions, the institute has sought 
to show what part of certain information fed 
the American public was established truth 
and what part was pure and simple bunk— 
with a motive. 

Before reviewing some of the work of the 
Institute for Propaganda Analysis, one must 
know something of its origin, its sponsors 
and its functionaries. As a result of con- 
clusions readily drawn from certain findings 
set forth in monthly reports, the institute 
has been accused of being both Fascist and 
Communist, both unpatriotic and spawned 
by the Liberty League, both liberal and re- 
actionary. 

In the current annual report it is set forth 
that a national magazine soon will publish 
an article by a widely read columnist who 
will assert that the Institute is pro-New Deal 
and pro-Communist. On the other hand, the 
report quotes one Milwaukee man, cited in 
a bulletin as a pro-Nazi propagandist, with 
the written commendation: “I admit it is 
a well written article (The Attack on De- 
mocracy), and in general fair to all those 
mentioned.” 

The Institute was founded as a non-profit- 
making organization in 1937 on the inspira- 
tion and $10,000 donation of the late Edward 
A. Filene, Boston merchant and philan- 
thropist, after Filene was convinced of the 
worth of the enterprise. by Prof. Clyde R. 
Miller, Teachers’ College, Columbia Univer- 
sity. . 


Accepted Definition 

of Propaganda, Good or Bad 

Prof. Miller, who worked successively 
as newspaper writer, advertising copy man 
and public relations counsel before making 
education his profession; had little difficulty 
in accepting a definition of propaganda when 
he began active direction of the Institute: 

“Propaganda is expression of opinion or 
action by individuals or groups deliberately 
designed to influence opinions or actions of 
other individuals or groups with reference to 
predetermined ends.” 

The definition indicates the wide scope of 
the organization and the infinite variety of 
its inquiries. 

With this more or less unlimited ceiling it 
may be readily observed that although the 
very word has an ominous sound, all prop- 
aganda is not necessarily to be considered an 
instrument of evil. Prof. Miller emphasizes 
this point when asserting that his organiza- 
tion is not engaged in propaganda work of 
any nature, not even in spreading propaganda 
against propaganda. 

“The only kind of propaganda we favor is 
that favorable to American democracy as 
defined in the Declaration of Independence 


and the Constitution of the United States,” 


he told this reporter. ‘“‘There are three ways 
of combating bad propaganda, the sort un- 


favorable to our form of government and 
way of living. One way is to suppress it, 
another is to propagandize against it, and 
the third is to analyze it and expose it to 
public view for what it is. We propose to 
analyze it.’’ 

Research is carried on by full time mem- 
bers of the institute’s staff assisted by stu- 
dents who clip newspapers and handle much 
routine, learning meanwhile the organiza- 
tion’s pathway to truth. Officers are E. C. 
Lindeman, New York School of Social Work; 
Kirtley Mather, Harvard University; Prof. 
Miller and Ned H. Dearborn, New York Uni- 
versity. They, with Robert S. Lynd, Colum- 
bia University, also are the executive com- 
mittee directly responsible for activities of 
the organization.

on the Advisory Board 

The advisory board includes names from 
the world of education such as Historian 
Charles A, Beard, Leonard Doob, Yale; Paul 
Douglas, University of Chicago; Frank E. 
Baker,. Milwaukee State Teachers’ College, 
and 15 others distinguished in their respec- 
tive fields. 

Subjects selected by the Institute for 
studies in propaganda are invariably han- 
dled without gloves... Decision is left with the 
reader as to whether the propaganda is fa- 
vorable or unfavorable, something to be wel- 
comed or deemed intolerable. 


For example, in summarizing the discus- 
sion of British propaganda in America it is 
asserted that the interests of the United 
States may or may not be identical with 
Britain’s, but the fact that George Washing- 
ton’s family came from England (as prom- 
inently displayed on a “family tree”’ at the 
British World’s Fair building here), or that 
England’s Ambassador is charming, doesn’t 
prove it one way or the other, any more than 
the democratic demonstraticn of royalty eat- 
ing hot dogs at Hyde Park has the re- 
motest connection with the effort of this 
country to work out a sound foreign policy. 

“On the other hand,”’ the report concludes, 
“it should not be construed that Britain 
wants our friendship oflly to ‘put something 
over.’ The United States is working hard to 
gain the friendship of South America. It 
hardly follows that our Government wants to 
‘put something over.’ Perhaps it does. Per- 
haps Britain does too.” 

That problem is not the concern of the 
Institute, the reader must know in order to 
understand its objectives. The institute does 
reserve the right to point out among other 
things that the tour of the King and Queen

HITLER’S DREAM. 

It has become increasingly obvious that Hitler 
hopes to confine the war to Poland, whose. conquest 
now seems imminent. Field Marshal Goering sets 
Sept. 14 as the date on which he hopes the war on 
the Eastern front will be over. It is then Hitler’s in- 
tention, as reported from Rome, Paris and London, 
to seek an armistice on the ground that Britain and 
France will have nothing left to fight for. If this 


| blandly ignores the great issues that caused Britain 


and France to declare war, apart from the pledge to 
Poland, it is nevertheless typical of Hitler’s mental 


processes. 
But for attacks on British shipping—note that 


French shipping seems strangely immune from tor- 
| pedoes—Hitler has not moved in the West. 
'as can be gathered, not a wheel has been turned or 
a gun fired on the Western front by Germany except 
‘in defense, or in reply, such as the counter-attack

which began yesterday. A 10-foot sign on a German 
fort near Basel, Switzerland, addressed to French 
soldiers, reads: “We have been ordered not to fire on 
you if you do not attack. Germany has no reason to 
make war on France.” 

Despite the considerable aviation activity in Po- 
land, a large part of Germany’s air force must be 
lying idle. Not a single bomb has been dropped on 
London or Paris, not a single bomb has been dropped, 
so far as is known, on military objectives, such as 
roads, bridges and shipping, in France or Britain. 
Blitzkrieg in Poland; complete or nearly complete 
German inactivity elsewhere. Italy, to round out the 
pattern, has evidently been instructed to remain neu- 
tral since her help was not needed in Poland and 
her participation in the war elsewhere might defeat 
the armistice plan. 

If Italy were in the war, the French high command 
might sweep through the Alps, meet and conquer 
the Italians on the northern plains and open the way 
to the Brenner Pass: If this happened, the war 
would be on in earnest and even to Hitler the idea 
of an armistice would seem fantastic. Likewise, if 
the British and French had been able to make sub- 
stantial advances into Germany, Hitler would not 
seriously consider proposing an armistice; as it is, 
the situation on the West is still much the same as 
it was when the war began, with the French cau- 
tiously feeling their way in the No-Man’s Land be- 
tween the Maginot and Siegfried fortifications. . 

So, assuming the war in Poland is nearly over 
and the war in the West has not begun, Hitler may 
boldly offer to restore a nominal independence to 
Poland, keeping for himself Danzig, the Corridor and 
Silesia; offering, also, a general European settlement 
in the form of guaranteed boundaries, reduced arma- 
ments and a compromise on the colonial problem. 

He, of course, would dress it up dramatically, with 
Mussolini perhaps acting as the peace agency and, 
perhaps, with many of the neutral Balkan states 
which have now been thoroughly terrorized backing 
it up. No doubt an attempt would even be made to 
get the approval of the Pope, of the King of Belgium 
and the Queen of the Netherlands and of the Kings of 
Scandinavia. 

Hitler could not lose by such a proposal. If it did 
not succeed—and from both Paris and London come 
the strongest assurances that it would never be con- 
sidered—it might still cause division of opinion both 
in France and England, to say nothing of possible 
friction between the two allies. Note that Hitler is 
constantly trying to drive a wedge between them, 


permitting his propagandists to say nothing against 
France while they assiduously try to place the war 
blame on England. If the armistice were refused, 
moreover, Hitler would try to place the moral re- 
sponsibility for the forthcoming slaughter on France 
and Britain. He would say: “I offered them peace; 
they refused, forcing Germany to defend herself.” 

If an armistice wete granted, Hitler would have 
all Europe on its knees before him. It would mean 
good-by to Western European civilization and the 
rise of a super-Caesar with power greater than any 
conqueror who ever lived.

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ADMIRAL BYRD MAKES A POINT. 

Near the close of the last session of Congress, the 
Post-Dispatch printed an editorial criticising the cir- 
cumstances under which a $340,000 appropriation for 
an expedition to Antarctica was approved. We ob- 
jected to the strategy whereby the item was in- 
serted in a deficiency supply bill after it had been 
twice rejected in committee. We said it was unfor- 
tunate that President Roosevelt was without author- 
ity to veto appropriation items separately. 

Admiral Byrd directs our attention to the fact 
that President Roosevelt not only favored the pro- 
posal, but worked to get it through Congress, Since 


that is true, it is, of course, obvious that he would 
not have used the veto power, even if he had pos- 
gseased it. Admiral Byrd has made a valid point 
which we acknowledge. 
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NO QUARTER FOR PROFITEERS. 

If the food speculators keep up the pace they have 
maintained since the outbreak of the war, decisive 
action will be required to protect the public. The 
contrast between what happened in 1914 and what 
is happening now is marked. For the first year and 
a half after the first World War started, food prices 
rose only slightly. But during the first five business 
days after England and France declared war on 
Germany this time, retail prices for many basic 
foods rose from.14 to 66 2-3 per cent. 

In a representative St. Louis grocery store, these 
price advances took place between Tuesday and yes- 
terday: 10 pounds of sugar, from 49 to 69 cents; 
24 pounds of flour, from 72 to 82 cents; two-pound 
pail of lard, from 15 to 25 cents; thin-cut pork 
chops, from 32 to 42 cents a pound. 

If these sudden profits went to the workers en- 
gaged in producing the commodities on the farm or 
processing them in urban plants, the public might 
flot be inclined to protest. But the profit goes only 
to men who were already making a fair pfofit 
handling the commodities or, even worse, to specula- 
tors who have done nothing at all except jump in 
and try to make a quick profit.. The farmer benefits 
by the increased price he will receive in the future, 
but not by the increase in the price of what he has 
sold. 

Pointing to the existence of great reserve stocks 
of all basic food commodities, Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wallace declares there is no occasion for prices 
to skyrocket. He goes on to say: “I am convinced 
that farmers, processors, wholesalers, grocerymen 
and labor are going to do the patriotic thing. They 
are going to stand for abundance and a fair relation- 
ship between prices and the services of different 
sorts.” 

This is a splendid sentiment. No doubt some of 
the groups mentioned will avoid the temptation to 
profiteer. But experience indicates that some of 
them won’t. The experience of the past five days 
indicates as much. So does the nation’s experience 
in the last war. 

Toward the close of the last war, profiteering be- 
came so widespread that President Wilson tried to 
persuade Congress to pass a law requiring that all 
goods sent into interstate commerce be marked with 
the price at which they left the producer (where 
price marking was practicable). Congress declined 
and passed instead a law which failed wholly to curb 
profiteering despite a spectacular enforcement drive 
by Attorney-General Palmer. Prices fell only after 
the public, in 1920, launched a buyers’ strike. 

Associated Grocers Co., Inc., of St. Louis was 
speaking for the public generally, we believe, when 
it issued a statement yesterday, saying: “Unless the 
food industry can practice self-control and a mini- 
mum degree of patriotism, the very centralization 
and governmental control which most business men 
fear and decry will be forced upon the Government 
by the industry itself.” ! 

The public is in no mood this time to be made 
the victim of speculative abuses, The gouging prof- 
iteer will not be tolerated.

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TOO BAD FOR OLD MOORE’S ALMANAC. 

Somebody asked Prime Minister Chamberlain last 
June what was going to happen in Europe this fall. 
Referring to an annual publication popular in En- 
gland, Chamberlain replied, “Old Moore’s Almanac 
is as likely right as I.” Here is what Old Moore’s 
says: 

“In October, foreign affairs will continue to be 
of supreme importance inasmuch as Venus is cul- 
minating at both Rome and Berlin.”

STILL THEY WONDER. 

Big Business sometimes wonders why it seems to 
have fillen to such a low place in public esteem— 
why the public appears ready to credit almost any 
political attack made against it. An instance of the 
type of thing which helps explain the situation was 
recorded in Pennsylvania last week. 

As a safeguard against collusion and as a protec- 
tion for the public, the Pennsylvania Public Service 
Commission insisted upon .competitive bidding in 
the sale of a $5,200,000 bond issue and 46,292 shares 
of preferred stock of the Pennsylvania Telephone 
Corporation. But when the hour of sale arrived, 
there was not a single bid. It was not, of course, 
that the securities were questionable or hard to sell. 
Uncertainty of interest rates in view of the war 
abroad may have been a factor, but the main reason 
there were no bidders was that the big investment 
houses are trying to break up the trend toward com- 
petitive bidding. 

Morgan, Stanley & Co. and Kuhn, Loeb & Co., two 
of the largest firms in Wall Street, have served hotice 
that they are opposed to competitive bidding and 
will not interest themselves in securities offered for 
sale by this method. And when the House of Morgan 
and Kuhn, Loeb & Co. speak, most of the smaller 
fry seem to feel it the part of discretion to fall 
in line. 

This policy is an audacious and presumptuous at- 
tempt to prevent public regulatory bodies from plac- 
ing in effect a simple rule badly needed to protect 
the utilities from collusive financing and to safe- 
guard utility customers from an inflated rate base. 
And still Big Business is puzzled that it does not 
enjoy a greater measure of public confidence and 
Wall Street wonders why political attacks on the 
money power strike home with the voters. 

Why are the men who are the loudest in expound- 
ing the virtues of competitive capitalism the slowest 
in putting it into practice?

Thoughts as War Begins 


British Prime Minister declared war, it 
is still hard to understand what the 
headlines mean. 

Unless there is a miracle, 10,000,000 more 
young men will die (very few of them espe- 
cially heroically or quickly); millions of 
children will die (very few of whom had 
had time to form very strong or dangerous 
political opinions); cities that rose proudly 
and slowly over the centuries will be ugly 
ruins between a morning and a night. The 
thought that built them, the thought of 
life, was turned off at 6 o’clock today with 
the speaking of a sentence in London; from 
now on, and for how long no man can know, 
there will be only the thought of death. 

The best minds in the world will now 
think continuously and cleverly of death— 
planning new and better ways to annihilate 
an army in the open field (the planes will 
be very useful this time); planning ways 
to crush and stifle men in their impregnable 
shelters (it is a tribute to our ingenuity 
that no shelter these days remains impreg- 
nable very long); planning bombs that set 
incendiary fires which can’t be put out (a 
much more economical way of destroying 
a city than the old-fashioned one of just 
trying to blow it up); planning death just 
as thoroughly and competently for old men 
and women and children as for the soldiers 
(this war will be quite impartial; it will 
play no favorites). 

The war against the flesh will be a ter- 
rible thing, and the war against the spirit 
will be terrible, too—the hatred for a polit- 
ical idea turned almost imperceptibly into 
hatred for a race; the thought of killing

turned adroitly from something shameful 
but necessary if freedom is to survive into 
an act beautiful and noble for its own sake; 
the mystical idea of God degraded into the 
likeness of an angry man, hating half the 
world. 

It is hard to understand or believe any 
of these things now on Sunday morning in 
New York. The city from our window seems 
unutterably safe; the high buildings strong 
and invulnerable against the sky; the streets 
we grew up in quiet and almost deserted on 
a holiday. The plane flying low behind the 
R. C. A. building toward the Hudson car- 
ries no threat to anyone (the children on 
their way to roller-skate in the park don’t 
even bother to look up at it); the voice on 
the radio speaks of a tennis game and not 
of war. “The Australians lead, four games 
to two,” it says. 

We try to reconcile the cheerful and 
familiar details of our life with news that 
may well mean the end of all of' them, but 
it is too soon. The 10,000,000 men who will 
die are still just an arbitrary figure, an 
estimate from another war; the children 
who will be starved or bombed belong to 
people we can never know; the bombs them- 
selves will fall only on strange names on 
a map. 

It will be another day or perhaps an- 
other week before we realize fully the im- 
plications of what we've read this morning, 
before the horror is personal and'‘real. As 
a matter of fact, though, there’s no particu- 
lar hurry. We'll all have plenty of time to 
get used to war. It’s very likely that a good 
many of us will have all the rest of our 
lives. ’

Award for Best Composition 
by American. 


The St. Louis Symphony Society 
will offer a $1000 prize for the best 
new symphonic work by an Ameri- 
can composer, it was announced 
yesterday. 

The contest will be conducted as 
a part of the observance of the six- 
itieth anniversary of the organiza- 


‘the United States. 
| “It is hoped that the contest, 
which is limited to American com- 
posers, will serve to stimulate cre- 
‘ative activity in the field of sym- 
| phonic works,” the announcement 
‘said. “Coming as it does as part 
of a significant celebration in the 
history of music in the American 
Middle West, it is also designed to 
focus attention on the increasing 
importance of the native composer 
to the symphonic repertoire.” 
To Be Played in St. Louis. 

The prize-winning composition 
will be played by the St. Louis Sym- 
‘phony Orchestra under the direc- 
|tion of Conductor Viadimir Golsch- 
mann at one of the later concerts 
of the coming year. 

During the year the orchestra 
will give 18 pairs of concerts at the 
Municipal Auditorium, four special 
|programs with the Ballet Russe de 
/Monte Carlo and a series of popu- 
‘lar and student concerts. A four- 
\week tour of the Middle 


Compositions 
contest will be judged by a com- 
mittee of three members, which will 
include Conductor Golschmann and 
Rudolph Ganz, president of Chica- 
g0 Music College and former con- 
ductor of the St. Louis Symphony 
Orchestra. The third member will 
be announced later. 


Contest Rules Announced. 
Rules governing the contest are: 
Contestants must be American 

citizens. 

The work submitted must be 
‘original symphonic compositions 
jand must not have been performed 
‘or published before; and they must 
be dedicated to the Sixtieth Anni- 
versary of the St. Louis Symphony 
Orchestra. 

Contestants must submit orches- 
tral scores legibly written in ink 
and with it the composer must send 
a reduction for piano (either two 
or four hands). 

The work should be a composi- 
tion not less than 10 and not more 
than 30 minutes in length. The com- 
poser is free to choose any form 
he prefers for the composition. 

Each manuscript * should bear 
plainly marked on its title page a 
‘motto, but not the name of the 
‘composer, A sealed envelope con- 
taining the name of the composer 
and bearing on the outside the 
same motto as is placed on the 
score should accompany each man- 
uscript. 


Other Provisions. 

Should no manuscript be of suf- 
ficient merit to justify the award- 
ing the prize, the judges will have 
the privilege of reopening the con- 
test within one year. Should two 
compositions be deemed equally 
worthy of receiving the prize, the 
prize money may be divided equal- 
ly between the two winning com- 
| posers, 
| It is understood the prize-win-

Most newspaper readers recall 
the “prank” piayed by students of 
Rensselaer Polytechnig Institute at 
Troy, N. Y.,in May, 1938, when they 
collected 260,000 pennies, crippling 
the town’s merchants, “to help 
fight the growth of taxes.” Insti- 
tute researchers found that the 
gesture by the students was sug- 
gested by a public relations coun- 
sel employed by interests fighting 
passage of the Patman bill which 
placed discriminatory taxes on 
operators of chain stores.

News From Europe. 

In a discussion of “News From 
Europe,” particularly interesting 
now that there is always danger 
of becoming embroiled in the Euro- 
pean conflict, the Institute scrut- 
inized the sources of many Ameri- 
can correspondents in an effort to 
make clear that frequently the 
tone of their dispatches was colored 
by the motives of their informants. 

Thus as was recently witnessed, 
a correspondent in London or Paris 
writes authoritatively that Germany 
ig ready for war and an equally 
authoritative report from Berlin 
contains assurances that the people 
are ready for the peaceful solution 
promised by their Government. 
Likewise, a dispatch from Germany 
sets forth that Hitler offered a 16- 
point compromise for peace that 
was spurned by Britain and France; 
a London story declares the prof- 
fer was never made and therefore 
never rejected. 

One of the large news services 
was “scooped” on the German 
march to Munich, because the cor- 
respondent there was a German 
and at the crucial moment had been 
ordered to join his regiment. It 
was pointed out that little in the 
way of impartiality could be ex- 
pected of this employe. 

Germany, Italy and Russia im- 
pose rigid censorships in one form 
or another to prevent adverse com- 
ment in the foreign press, and en- 
trust propagandists with the duty 
of indoctrinating the “news” with 
favorable reports. As to the im- 
portance of propagarda in these 
times, the Institute quotes from 
the dispatch in the London Eve- 
ning Standard from its New York 
correspondent: 

“America is strictly isolationist, 
strictly pacific and concerned only 
with the welfare of herself and her 
neighbors. However, emotionalism 
fanned by propaganda sent (Amer- 
ica) to help democracy once before. 
Some bands and some parades, an 
incident or two like the sinking of 
a British liner or the bombing of 
London might cause her to change 
her mind again.” 

In this connection and related 
also to the institute’s report on 
“The Movies and Propaganda” it is 
interesting to note that the Amer- 
ican movie goers will at an early 
date have the opportunity to test 
the effectiveness of the emotional 
appeal still available in a much 
used subject of the last war. 

At almost the very hour that the 
German army moved into Poland, 
this writer was watching a pre- 
view of “Nurse Edith Cavell,” a mo- 
tion picture produced jointly by 
British and American companies in 
Hollywood, although all scenes are 
laid in Europe. The play had an 
English director and an English 
actress in the title role. Signifi- 
cantly, it took but five weeks to 
complete although it is.thoroughly 
understood that Hollywood usually 
dallies much longer over its “colos- 
sal” productions. 

More significantly, the camera 
shows the heavy boot of the Ger- 
man soldier pounding the violated 
soil of Belgium in 1914. An in- 
jured British aviator, slim, clean- 
cut and handsome, sighs for the 
cricket field, while German officers 
with saber-cut cheeks glare thrrugh 
monocles almost but not quite as 
diabolically as did Erich von Stro- 
heim, the perpetual Prussian of the 
World War movies. There was 
even a slight list to the side of 
fairness in some of the impersona- 
tions insofar as it was indicated 
that some of the German officers 
were reluctant to carry out the das- 
tardly orders they had received and 
only did so with extreme politeness 
and regret. 

The Institute might well conclude 
that the war of propaganda is un- 
der way. 

Institute bulletins, beside going 
to subscribers, are sold in quantities 
to organizations and discussion 
groups. Fifteen thousand extra 
copies of the “Attack on Democra- 
cy” were sold, and an almost equal 


number of those on Communism, / 


Spain, China, Munich and Father 
Coughlin. 

The Institute supplies study out- 
lines to 550 high schools and col- 
leges where research into propa- 
ganda is carried on as part of the 
curriculum. Each bulletin is sup- 
plemented with a “propaganda anal- 
ysis worksheet,” and a group lead- 
er’s guide for instructors has been 
published in bound form. It co 
operates with other educational or- 
ganizations such as the National 
Education Association, the Progres- 
sive Education Association, the 
American Home Economics Asso- 
ciation, the National Council of 
Teachers of English, the Stanford 
Language-Arts Investigation and 
the National Council of Social 
Studies. 

At the end of this fiscal year it 
reports an income of about $50,000 
including $13,000 from the Filene- 
founded Good Will Fund; $12,500 
from the American Jewish Com- 
mittee and $4000 from the Whitney 
Foundation, with individual, sub- 
scriptions and contributions making 
up the remainder. Expenditures 
amounted to nearly $46,000, chiefly 
for research costs including sal- 
aries, and printing. 

The Institute has begun an in- 
quiry into New Deal propaganda 
with the intention of issuing two 
pamphiets on the subject, one an- 
alyzing Franklin D. Roosevelt as a 
propagandist and the other analyz- 
ing the propaganda against him

key is on our side and Buigaria is 
neutral, Nearly a million men were 
employed by-ourselves and France 
in fighting Turkey and Bulgaria in 
the great war. The fact that Tur- 
key is on our side and Bulgaria is 
on the side of Britain and France 
has already had a shattering effect 
upon the more ambitious designs 
of Mussolini. 

The dreams of Roman legions 
falling upon a Sudan, Egypt, Pal- 
estine and Tunis denuded of troops 
have been dispersed by this appari- 
tion of a powerful Turkish army 
marching down from Syria to con- 
front and confound this triumphant 
vision of easy conquest. 

Turkey has already played a 
great part in baffling the axis plan. 
Another favorable factor is the 
Polish army now alone holding up 
the great army of Germany. 


Poland and War Strategy. 


The issue of the first campaign 
will depend on whether Poland 
will be able to continue the strug- 
gle until the French army succeeds 
in breaking through the Siegfried 
line. Up to the present the outlook 
is not too promising. The over- 
whelming forces which the Ger- 
mans have thrown into Poland 
seem to be forcing the Polish 
army into a discouraging retreat. 

The Germans possess an irresist- 
ible superiority in numbers, in 
guns and in the air, which are 
overcoming the resistance put up 
by the Poles. But there has been 
no decisive German victory at any 
point. The Polish army is still in- 
tact. The best proof of that is the 
comparatively insignificant num- 
ber of prisoners claimed By the 
Germans, The French lost far 
more in the first few days of their 
retreat in September, 1914. 

It all depends on three factors. 
One is the quality of Polish gen- 
eralship. The second is whether 
the Poles have prepared positions 
where they can make a stand. The 
third is the morale of the Polish 
army. As to the two first of these 
considerations, we have no reliable 
information. Do the Poles possess 
amongst their generals an Osman 
Pasha, a Lee or a Todleren with 
the genius of defense? The valiant 
and stubborn resistance put up by 
the garrison of that little town near 
Gdynia against a combined attack 
from sea and land shows what the 
Poles are capable of doing when 
well led, 

As to the third, it is encouraging 
to note there are no signs of panic 
in the Polish army. If the Poles 
succeed in holding up the German 
hordes before well-constructed, 
stoutly defended entrenchments, 
the whole military position will be 
changed. Then there will be time 
for the most formidable factor in 
our favor to be brought to bear. 

What is that? Undoubtedly the 
superiority of the French army to 
any other army in the field, to- 
gether with our immense reserves 
of manpower. 

Nazi Army Inferior to Kaiser's. 


I have quoted Foch’s opinion of 
the German army of 1914. It is no 
dispuragement to German courage 
or intelligence to say that the Hit- 
ler army is not comparable to the 
Kaiser’s grand army in 1914. Many 
hard things have been said about 
the Versailles treaty by persons 
who never read one of its para- 
graphs. But no one can deny that 
one of its provisions is undoubtedly 
responsible for the unquestioned in- 
feriority of the German army to- 
day as a fighting machine, as com- 
pared with its redoubtable prede- 
cessor. 

The authors of that treaty cut 
down the German army to 100,000 
and insisted it should be raised by 
voluntary enlistment and not by 
conscription. 

I was personally responsible for 
the latter condition. I had in mind 
the expedient resorted to by Prus- 
sia after Jena, when Napoleon, by 
the treaty of peace, cut down the 
numbers of the Prussian army. 
Prussian statesmen then circum- 
navigated this reduction by resort- 
ing to the ingenious expedient of 
passing through their truncated 
army a number of short-service 
conscripts so that by 1914 most of 
the young men had received some 
training for war. Because of con- 
ditions in the Versailles treaty, the 
young men of Germany received no 
war training from 1918 to 1934. 


Lack of Seasoned Officers. 


Another effect of the Versailles 
restrictions ig that Germany does 
not possess the fine body of of- 
ficers, especially non-commissioned 
officers, to whom so much of their 
success in the great war was at- 
tributable. On the other hand, the 
training of all the able-bodied 
young men of France has gone on 
without intermission. What is al- 
most more important, she possesses 
a magnificent body of officers, 
commissioned and non-commis- 
sioned, who have been accumulat- 
ing experience in leadership 
throughout the whole of this pe-| 
riod. Germany has net had time 
to train her officers up to the 
French standard. 

But the fighting must not be left 
to France’s magnificient army. 
Britain and her empire ought with- 
out loss of time to be taking mea- 
sures to raise an army to support 
the French in their attack on Hit- 
lerism. 

What are we doing about it? Are! 
we hesitating about the advisability 
of concluding another humiliating 
peace? If we are, the cause of 
human liberty is irretrievably lost.

changed their point of view. Many 
of them, such as Senator Bennett 
Clark of Missouri and Senator D. 
Worth Clark of Idaho, will be 
found in opposition to any change 
in the present neutrality law. 
Roosevelt's Attitude. 
Then there is the President's own 
attitude. He has said unequivocal- 
ly that he will make every effort to 
maintain American neutrality, but 
there is reason to believe that he 
has little confidence in efforts to 
maintain neutrality in the face of 
a conflict that has spread through 
the world. So often in the past he 
has said, as he said Sunday night, 
that war makes itself felt all over 
the world and that no one can 
escape its consequences. , 
Even as he was uttering those 
words the Athenia incident had oc- 
curred, with American lives endan- 
gered through the sinking of a pas- 
senger liner. That was the third 
day of the war, less : 24 hours 
since Great Britain’¢ 
Woodrow Wilson wag net 
ed with the tragedy of @ 
tania until nearly a year. 
outbreak of hostilities. 
In the past, too, beginning with 
his Chicago speech in 1937 the 
President and members of his ad- 
ministration have frequently de- 
nounced the Nazis. In his talk on 
Sunday he named Germany as the 
aggressor for her invasion of Po- 
land. Along with virtually all 
Americans he has had the intense 
dislike for the Nazi regime. In 
peace time such attitudes are mere- 
ly an expression of national opin- 
ion, canalized off in various forms, 
In war time attitudes are vitally 
important in determining the na- 
tional course. 


Not Easy for G. 0. P. Either. 

If the war has brought political 
problems for the Democrats, it has 
made the Republican position a 
thousand-fold more difficult. The 
domestic issues on which the op- 
position party hoped to come back 
into power are out the window for 
the time being any way. Republic- 
an hopefuls suddenly find their 
whole position undermined. 


In the public mind the Grand Old 
Party is considered the party of 
isolationism. The President was 
able to point out at a recent press 
conference that a solid Republican 
miuority.in the House had blocked 
consideration of revision of neutral 
ity laws. The Republicans resent 
this impeachment; they say that 
they are for non-intervention rath- 
er than for isolation. Senator Rob- 
ert A. Taft has reaffirmed the stand 
he took last spring in favor of 
cash-and-carry neutrality instead 
of the present arbitrary prohibition 
on all sales of arms and imple 
ments, 

For all that they may disclaim 
it, the fact is that the isolationist 
view dominates the Republican 
party. Leading isolationists, such 
as the venerable Borah of Idaho 
and former President Hoover, are 
identified with the G. O. P. At 
the same time, however, the Repub- 
lican party is the party of big busi- 
ness and it is big business that will 
be seeking profits from the war. 
This is the source of a probable 
conflict within Republican ranks 
not unlike that which may divide 
the Democrats. 


Already a shift in allegiances and 
loyalties has begun as a result of 
the war in Europe. Many conser- 
vative newspapers opposing the 
President on nearly every domestic 
question have approved his foreign 
policy and they are now rallying 
to his support. This is true also of 
commentators such as Dorothy 
Thompson whe favors American in- 
tervention. 


On the other hand, there are ine 
dications that the President may 
lose the support of some who have 
been regarded as his allies. The 
first show of defection came from 
John L. Lewis, head of the CIO. In 
a Labor day broadcast Lewis ac- 
cused the administration of being 
preoccupied with war to the extent 
of forgetting domestic problema, 
While he did not mention Roose- 
velt by name it was apparent he 
was hitting at the President. La- 
bor, Lewis said, wants no war nor 
any part of war “to sustain the 
mental errors of current states- 
men.” It is true, of course, that 
Lewis has been hostile to the Pres- 
ident for some time but the speech 
marked the first time he has openly 
criticised the New Deal for its 
shortcomings. 


America has now felt the first 
shock of the war. A period of wait- 
ing to see what may follow is in- 
evitable. The line the President 
has taken during this period is fair- 
ly obvious. He has applied rigid 
restrictions under the neutrality 
law, determined to enforce what he 
has called true neutrality under the 
binding terms of the statute, 

It is not probable that the Pres- 
ident will call Congress into 
special session unt!) the results of 
this strict enforcement are appar- 
ent. If there is a backfire, if there 
is a volume of protest, if there is 
trouble over American shipping, 
then the President can point out to 
Congress the effect of the kind of 
neutrality law that Congress pre- 
scribed. He ean say: I told you 
so. And he would expect in that 
event to have hisewn way, that is 
either to amend the law with the 
cash-and-carry provision or perhaps 
to repeal it altogether.

Large Scale European War 
Starts Selling That Car- 
ries Yield on Govern- 
ments Down to 2 Pct. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 9 (AP). — 
The bond market the past week 
witnessed the biggest trading days 
in the history of the New York 
Stock Exchange as holders dis- 
posed of United States Govern- 
ment and high grade corporate is- 
sues on news of a large scale Eu- 
ropean war. 

While Germany had invaded Po- 
land during the preceding week, 
the long Labor day week-end saw 
the entrance of Great Britain and 
France into the conflict, giving the 
hostilities greater magnitude. When 
the markets opened Tuesday, high- 
grade bonds were dumped over 
board right and left, and volume 
of transactions reached $59,248,000, 
face value, biggest in 
history, and compared with $15;- 
388,200 in the preceding five-hour 
trading session. Federal issues 
sold sharply lower, despite reports 
the New York Federal Reserve 
Bank was giving support to the 
Government market, and U. 8S. is- 
sues account for $48,986,000 of the 
record volume. 

Wednesday liquidation reached 
still greater proportions, with vol- 
ume totaling $83,234,000, fate val- 
ue, another new record. Govern- 
ments accounted for $72,317,000 of 
the total. 

Thursday the heavy selling, both 
in Governments and other high 
grade corporate eased off, and 
many issues in all groups ended 
with gains on the day. Further 
firming was in evidence Friday, 

High-Priced Bonds Slump.

An important bearish factor was the 
first official Canadian crop report esti- 
mating production of wheat in the Do- 
minion at 449,000,000 bushels compared 
with 350,000,000 last year. If this ma- 
terializes it will be the fourth largest croup 
on record, piling up on top of a big 
carryover in Canada which some dealers 
estimate will result in a total supply equal 
to almost two years’ normal requirements 
in the United Kingdom. British millers 
were reported to have been advised tem- 
porarily to use only 10 per cent Canadian 
wheat tn their grindings. 

September corn led the decline in that 
market, reflecting partly the heavy coun- 
try sales, although bookings diminished 
when the price tumbled. Spot prices were 
2 to 3 cents lower and local handlers 
booked 317,000 bushels to come here, 
bringing total purchases since late Fri- 
day to approximately 400,000 bushels. 
Hedging pressure against these purchases 
helped to weaken the futures market. 

Oats and rye weakened with other 
grains while soy beans tumbled due to of- 
ferings at sharply lower prices. Cash 
¢mterests were reported selling and bookings 
were relatively large. 

Lard ignored the action of grains and 
closed at the day’s highs as a result of 
buying credited to commission houses and 
packers with foreign connections. Removal 
or hedges also helped.

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Expects to Have One Device 
for Each Soldier and Guards- 
man in a Year.

¢|Sept. 9 <AP).—The United States 


has made $5,000,000 available to 
the Chemicai Warfare Service to 
provide gas masks and supplies for 
the “initial protective force” of 400,- 
000 men of the Regular Army and 
National Guard. The amount is 
almost double last year’s expendi- 
ture, but small in comparison with 
the sums foreign nations are spend- 
ing. 

At first glance, the nation’s center 
for research and manufacture of 
poison gas and gus masks seems 
to have sunk inte quiet decrepi- 
tude. ._Most of .the 600 buildings 
constructed in 1918 at a cost of 


$35,000,000 to manufacture gas and 
fill shells for the Allies and A. 
E. F. have been razed. Machinery 
unused since the Armistice has be- 
come corroded beyond repair by 
poisons it brewed. 

Skeletons remain of buildings, 
many never completed, that were 
able to produce each month at the 
end of the war 900 tons of mustard 
gas, 1500 tons of phosgene and fill- 
ing plants that could pour gas into 
nearly two and a half million 75- 
millimeter shells. 

Only One Mustard Gas Factory. 

But after 20 years, during which 
efforts to outlaw chemical warfare 
by treaty failed, there is a new 
stirring behind the well-guarded 
outer facade of ruins, almost hidden 
in the 10,000 acre reservation, 20 
miles north of Baltimore. The coun- 
try’s only plant capable of manu- 
facturing mustard gas, the most 
powerful of proven war chemicals, 
is a small plant, largely experi- 
mental. It is too small, say officers, 
to be considered for the tremendous 
war requirements of mustard, of 
which a pin point drop can produce 
a burn two inches long that takes 
more than a month to heal, 

Here also is the country’s only 
shell filling plant, a very small one 
mut a model of straight line pro- 
duction efficiency. 

The only gas mask plant for the 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps—a 
post was development—has boosted 
production of a safer and more 
comfortable mask than its World 
War. predecessor, with personnel 
recently enlarged to 300. 

In the United States, there was 
only one mask available a few 
months ago for every four regulars 
and national guardsmen. Within 
a year there will be a new one 
available for each on addition to 
those already in existence, 

The Chemical Warfare Service 
has awarded an educational order 
to the Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co., 
Akron, O., for more masks. About 
4000 are to be completed and the 
machinery turned back to the Army. 

More Comfortable Mask. 

The present mask has eliminated 
the nose clip, rubber tube and fog- 
ging eye pieces that marked the 
World® War mask. Intake ducts 
divert the flow of air across the 
eye pieces to prevent fogging. 
Plastics have replaced glass to re- 
duce the possibility of shattering. 

It is lighter and can be worn all 
day without too much discomfort. 

Special masks are being made for 
soldiers who work with fine op- 
tical instruments such as artillery 
range finders. One type, fitted with 
a diaphragm, permits officers to 
give commands and answer tele- 
phones. 

Through long experimentation, 
researchers have eliminated the 
possibility there will ever again be 
street receptacles for peach and 
cherry pits as was done during the 
World War to obtain a supply of 
purifying agents. The modern 
mask contains ciemicals easily ob- 
tainable ‘in large quantities. 

The research staff has also de- 
veloped a mask for civilian use, 


Isimilar to 40,000,000 ready for use 


in England, but said to be of better 
quality. Where the Army mask 
costs slightly more than $9.25, the 
civilian type could be made in 
quantity for $1.25. 


YOUNG DEMOCRATS’ LEADER 
URGES UNITY ON NEUTRALITY 


‘Says Both Parties Should Avoid 
Partisanship to Make Certain 
U. 8S. Keeps Out of War. 


CHARLOTTE, N. C., Sept 9 (AP) 
—Homer WM. Adams of Springfield, 
Ill, national president of the 
Young Democratic Clubs, said to- 
day that President Roosevelt's for- 
eign policy had kept this nation 
out of entangling alliances and ap- 
pealed for national, unity on the 
neutrality issue, Adams spoxe be- 
fore the North Carolina state con- 
vention of Young Democrats. 

“I call upon Young Democrats 
everywhere to. adjourn politics dur- 
ing this crisis,” he said in a pre- 
pared address. “In this hour it is 
neither the Democratic party nor 
the Republican Party, nor even the 
Roosevelt Administration, that is 
acting. It is our Government, and 
to it a united people must rally to 
make certain that we keep out of 
this war.” 

Adams said his plea for national 
unity did not “imply a £88 rule on 
peace” but that members of both 
parties should avoid partisanship 
on the neutrality subject.

Efficiency His Yardstick—He Saw Service in 
Jutland Battle and, After War, 
in Mediterranean. 


LONDON (Correspondence of the 
Associated Press).—In a big, pan- 
eled room in the British Admiralty 
in Whitehall, beneath oil paintings 
of~historic naval battles and por- 
traits of British seadogs, Admiral 
of the Fleet Sir Reginald Pound, 
First Sea Lord, has recently been 
working at a big, oak desk. 

Appointed professional head of 
Great Britain’s navy last May, 
Pound is responsible for British 
naval policy around the world. 

Called the father of Great Britain's 
modern naval strategy, Pound was 
promoted last month to the highest 
rank in the navy. Britain’s six ad- 
mirals of the fleet include King 
George VI and his elder brother, 
“edward, Duke of Windsor, 

Promotion to the post of Admiral] 
of the Fleet—equivalent to field 
marshal in the British army—is 
unusual in peace time. It is always 
done at the -personal initiative of 
the King. 


Pound’s Sea Policy. 


For 20 years Pound has preached 
—and occasionally practiced — his 
gospel of offense and attack as op- 
posed to the passive defense policy 
that governed British naval strat- 
egy immediately before the World 
War and in the first two years of 
the war itself. 

Pound, a firm believer in the big 
ship theory, never has troubled to 
conceal his opinion that Great Brit- 
ain must be prepared for a show- 
down in the Mediterranean. 

Speaking to London newspaper 
men in April, 1933, he advocated 
more capital ships in a fiery speech 
that unofficially was described as a 
“naval indiscretion.” , 

“There’s going to be a hel] of a 
fight in the next two or three years, 
whether we build them or whether 
we don't,” he roared. “We have got 
to build them.” 

Britain: now is launching new 
warships at the rate of more than 
one a week. 


Familiar With Mediterranean. 


Pound probably knows the vital 
Mediterranean area better than any 
other man in Britain’s navy. He 
was commanding the British fleet 
there when he was called home 
last May to take his present place 
in the Admiralty. 

In Whitehall, he ranks next below 
Earl (Man-the-Guns) Stanhope, the 
much-criticised civilian First Lord 
of the Admiralty who is responsible 
to Prime Minister Neville Chamber- 
lain for running the navy. 

Pound should have taken com- 
mand of the Mediterranean fleet in 
November, 1935. After his appoint- 
ment was announced the Admiralty 
decided a change of command 
would be unwise during the tension 
stirred by the Italian conquest of 
Ethiopia, and extended the term of 
Admiral Sir William Fisher, then 
commander-in-chief. 

Pound, himself a full Admiral, 
caused a sensation in naval circles 
by volunteering to serve as Fisher’s 
chief of staff, an unprecedented 
position for a man of his rank, 


Three Critical Years. 


Pound, who had _ been chief of 
staff to Sir Roger Keyes in the 
Mediterranean 10 years earlier, 
finally took over the command in 
March, 1936. There followed three 
critical years for the British fleet. 
The Mediterranean crisis over 
Ethiopia was simmering down, but 
there was no return to normal for 
the British fleet. 

Civil war in Palestine, civil war 
in Spain kept British warships 
alert at both ends of the Mediter- 
ranean. ° 

His ships bombed, mined, ma- 
chine-gunned, and attacked by sub- 
marines, Pound had to interpret 
Britain’s naval policy on the spot. 

The British Admiralty gives its 
commander-in-chief a free hand, He 
is told the general principles of 


policy involved and can get advice 
if he asks for it, but the Admiralty 
expects him to do the right thing 
at the right time. 

When informed that Spanish in- 
surgent warships had declared a 
blockade of Bilbao, Pound is re- 
ported to have radioed the Admir- 
alty “leave it to me,” simultaneously 
dispatching the 42,100-ton. battle 
cruiser Hood, the world’s largest 
warship, at high speed to Bilbao. 

The Admiralty denied that story. 

Picture of the Man. 

Men who have worked under him 
say Pound’s boundless energy al 
ways brings results. Bushy-browed, 
gray-haired, thin-lipped, ‘he pursues 
his immediate objective with relent- 
less enthusiasm. His piercing eyes 
chill most of his subordinates. 

As a young officer he specialized 
in torpedoes, but his wide knowl- 
edge of seamanship and long ex- 
perience in administrative work 
earned him a reputation as one of 
the big brains of the navy. 

The book on ship organization 
Pound wrote before the World War, 
introducing many ideas considered 
novel then, still is a standard text- 
book for British naval courses. 

A good hand himself at the social 
side of navy life, Pound is not the 
most popular of Britain’s Admirals. 
Second Sea Lord and chief of na- 
val personnel from 1932 to 1935— 
when the full force of Britain's 
wholesale disarmament was hitting 
the navy’s officer ranks—Pound 
was responsible for the weeding out 
process and for the few promo- 
tions possible. 


promotion and many officers 
-blamed Pound for the sudden end 
of their naval careers. 

Efficiency His Yardstick. 

With fighting efficiency his only 
yardstick, Pound turned a blind eye 
to an officer’s private life. He was 
not concerned whether the man was 
capable of upholding the honor of 
the navy in sport, games and social 
activities. He searched ruthlessly 
for service efficiency, and anyone 
who failed to measure up to his 
standard went out. 

Pound got his first Admiralty 
job in 1915 as naval assistant to 
the First Sea Lord, but went back 
to sea the same year as Captain 
of the battleship Colossus. 

Quick decisions and maneuvering 
of the Colossus were credited with 
saving his ship at the battle of 
Jutland in 1916. 

Target for the 12-inch guns of 
the German battle cruiser Derfflin- 
ger, Pound’s ship missed destruc- 
tion by inches. As each enemy 
salvo was fired Pound checked his 
ship’s speed so that the _ shells 
whizzed past ahead, narrowly miss- 
ing the bridge. 

Pound’s crafty maneuvering also 
was credited with saving his ship 
from five torpedoes fired simulta- 
neously from four German destroy- 
ers. 


After the World War. 


During the armistice and 
negotiations after the war Pound 
was director of operations at the 
Admiralty—responsible for the dis- 
position of Britain’s entire naval 
strength. 

Pound’s habit of plain speaking 
has been credited to his half-Amer- 
ican birth. His mother was Eliza- 
beth Pickham Rogers of Boston. 
He caused a sensation at the Gene- 
va disarmament conference in 1932 
by urging the abandonment of the 
article in the Washington naval 
treaty designed to prevent a bellig- 
erent nation from confiscating war- 
ships under construction in its ter- 
ritory for a foreign Power. The 
entire Naval’ Committee voted 
against him, but Pound stuck to 
his opinion, 

The four rows of medals he 
wears include the United States 
Distinguished Service Medal and

SHORT CUT TO SUPREME COURT 
SOUGHT IN A. M. A. CASE 


Government Urges Hearing Without 
Waiting for Action of Ap- 
pellate Division. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 9 (AP).— 


The Government asked the 5Su- 
preme Court today to permit a 
short-cut to a final decision on the 
Department of Justice’s contention 
that the American Medical Asso- 
ciation and a group of other or- 


ganizations and individuals violat- 
ed the anti-trust laws. 

The department asked the court 

to ‘take immediate jurisdiction of 
the case instead of waiting for the 
outcome of a routine appeal - pre- 
viously filed with the District of 
Columbia Court of Appeals. 
“The public interest will be 
served,” the Justice Department 
told the Supreme Court, “by a 
prompt and final decision as to 
whether a group organized to pro- 
vide medical care for its members 
and the professional men and wom- 
en who serve that group are pro- 
tected by the anti-trust laws from 
restrictive activity by other 
groups.” 


Record Cash Circulation in U. 8. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9 (AP).— 
The Treasury has announced that 
the people of the United States 
were circulating a record high to- 
tal of $7,170,848,127 of cash cur- 
rency and coin on Aug. 31. This 
was an average of $54.60 per per- 
son. In the previous month, 
money in circulation totaled §7,- 
049,495,620, an average of $53.71 


per person.

DWELLINGS NEEDED 
PLACED AT 6,000,000 


Relatively Little Residential 
Construction Undertaken 
Since 1930, Survey Shows. 


A tremendous reservoir of poten- 
tial building for present and future 
use exists in the United States to 
challenge the ingenuity of both 
Government and private enterprise, 
since relatively little residential 
construction has been undertaken 
since 1930, according to a survey 
of the building industry entitled 
“Housing and Homes” in the cur- 
rent issue of The Index, pub- 
lished by the New York Trust Co. 

“The United States. Housing Au- 
thority,” The Index points out, 
“basing its conclusions upon studies 
made by the Department of Com- 
merce and by the WPA, estimates 
that the country today needs 6,- 
000,000 new dwelling units and that 
by 1950 increases in the number 
of families and the depreciation of 
existing homes will require an ad- 
ditional 10,000,000 dwellings, so 
that, in all, about 16,000,000 new 
dwellings will be required by 1950. 

“Progress in solving the public 
housing problems in the United 
States has been retarded by many 
factors. Encouragement arises, 
however, from recent Government 
projects and from the research and 
experience that are making possi- 
ble privately financed undertakings 
which are much nearer the eco- 
nomic capacity of large rnumbers 
of the population. 

“Indications are that communi- 
ties may profitably direct more in- 
dividual effort to slum clearance 
than to rely entirely or too heav- 
ily on the Federal Government. 
Conditions vary so widely in a 
country as large as the United 
States that a local attack on the 
problem seems logical and prefer- 
able.” 

Rather than to consider housing 
as a means to employment, The 
Index points out, the objective 
should be the erection of the maxi-

Also on the French liner, carry- 
ing 1777 passengers among whom 
were hundreds of home-coming 
Americans, were Vladimir Goilsch- 
mann, conductor of the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra, and Mrs. 
Golschmann, and Mr. and Mrs. Ed- 
ward G. Platt and their daughter, 
Nancy, returning from Deauville, 
France. 

Miss Weidle and Miss Lively were 
in Southampton, England, Aug. 14, 
preparatory to an automobile tour 
of several European countries. They 
found nothing in the situation in 
England to cause them to change 
their plans, and on arrival at Brus- 
sels, Belgium, seven days later, 
found no indication of imminent 
warfare. 

When they reached Amsterdam 
Aug. 23, however, Miss Weidle, who 
visited there last year, was shocked 
to find that the streets of the un- 
usually peaceful city were crowded 
with uniformed men and that other 
military preparations were evident. 

Decide to Continue Trip. 

“We heard that France was mo- 
bilizing and that Germany was go- 
ing to march, but we still found it 
hard to believe and we decided to 
go on with our trip. We visited the 
American Consul at Amsterdam 
and were treated very rudely. 
About all he would tell us, in effect, 
was that there was nothing he 
could tell us, and as a matter of 
fact we were somewhat reassured 
by his lack of concern or interest 
in our plans to drive on into Ger- 
many. 

“Just before we started, however, 
we heard a man say that his pas- 
sage on an Italian liner had been 
canceled, presumably because the 
boat would not sail. But we had 
gone too far to stop then. We 
drove on to Frankfort, Germany. 
At the border there were barri- 


\cades, barbed wire and we saw peo- 


ple leaving their homes, dragging 
possessions witi them. A French 
customs official asked us if we 
weren’t afraid to go—if we didn’t 
think it was dangerous—and when 
we told him ‘no’ he just sort of 
shook his head. 

“When we got to Frankfort we 
went almost at once to the historic 
old Market Place and the first 
thing we learned when we_ got 
there was that all Americans had 
been ordered out of Germany. We 
hurried to the station to change 
our money from marks back to 
French or American currency, and 
were politely but firmly informed 
that we couldn’t do it. We were 
also told emphatically that we 
couldn’t take German marks out of 
the country. 

“We had run out of gasoline, us- 
ing our last drop to get to the 
station. The German officers were 
just as sympathetic as they were 
about the money, but just as cer- 
tain that we would not be per- 
mitted to buy gasoline. The station 
was crowded with armed troops, ap- 
parently ready for action, and we 
were getting quite uneasy. The of- 
ficers went into a huddle, courteous- 
ly keeping us informed of the prog- 
ress of their deliberations. We were 
urged not to »e alarmed and were 
told that some way would be found 
to help us out of our difficulties. 

Permitted to Buy Gasoline. 

“Finally, after a great deal of 
hesitation and serious discussion, 
the officer who appeared to be in 


.|charge telephoned someone and we 


could tell by the way his face 
brightened that our affairs were 
being straightened out. The final 
order was that we could fill our 
tank with gas, but that we couldn't 
exchange the marks or take them 
with us. The upshot of that was 


0;|that we went on a spending spree. 


“If everything on the streets and 
stores had not been so deathly 
quiet, it would have been one of 
the happiest times in our lives. We 
bought everything we saw, every- 
thing from Dresden china to Nazi 
flags, and still we couldn’t spend 
all our money. 

“When the clerks found we were 
Americans they couldn't do enough 
for us. ‘Tell your people when 
you get home,’ most of them said, 
‘we don’t want war.’ 

“I was in Berlin,” Miss Weidle 
said, “when Germany took Aus- 
tria. Then things were lively and 
exciting. Now, in Germany, with 
everybody prepared for war, it was 
dead. No one on the street, few 
in the stores. 

Calm Before the Storm. 

“It was like the calm before the 
storm, All night long in Frankfort 
the trucks, loaded with soldiers 
and equipment, rumbled through 
the streets. It was dark and gloomy 
and we watched the depressing 
scene from our hotel window, 

“Next day we returned to the 
high German official to ask again 
to exchange our marks. He told 
us it was out of the question, 

“What do you want us to do, 
throw it in the street?’ I asked 
him,” Miss Lively said. 

“He replied that we might as 
well, that it would be much safer 
than trying to take them out of 
Germany.”

Careers of Two Allied Generals 
Leading Armies on Western Fron 


Gamelin Assistant to Joffre in Early Years; 


Last War—Ironside Once in Ger- 


man Army 


in Africa.

NEW YORK, Sept. 9 (AP), — 
Master-minding the Allied armies 
on the Western front today are a 
middle-class Parisian, who came 
out of the last war with a reputa- 
tion for being “map-crazy,” and a 
towering Scotsman, who fought as 
an officer for the former Kaiser. 

Gen. Sir Edmund (Big Bill) Iron- 
side and Gen. Maurice Gustave 
Gamelin, the British and French 
supreme commanders, already have 
held meetings “somewhere in 
France” to plan their first great 
offensive against the Germans. 

The dispatches say Gamelin will 
get the mantle worn only by the 
late Ferdinand Foch through the 
last seven months of the World 
War—that of Generalissimo of all 
armies. It took more than three 
and one-half years for the Allies to 
forget national jealousies and put 
one man in command. 

In the last war, Gamelin went in 
as a Major, Ironside as a Captain. 
Though they came out as Generals, 
there were many Generals in 1918, 
and they were among the lesser 
known. 

Sketch of Gamelin. 

Gamelin recently succeeded Gen. 
Maxime Weygand as chief of 
France’s land, sea and air forces. 
He will be 67 years old Sept. 20. 

His greatest military feat to date 
was the “pacification” of Syria, 
France’s post-war mandate. He 
was sent there in 1925 to smash 
the rebellion of Druses, fanatical 
tr-csmen w*- were in the habit 
of swooping down on caravans and 
othc: travelers from hideouts in 
the Lebanon mountains.

Two Reach Luxembourg. 

“At last we reached Luxembourg 
and stopped for a rest. There was 
the only place we found people 
in a light mood. They declared 
with tongue in cheek that. they 
were ready for war, that all 250 
of the soldiers in the army had 
been mobilized and that all 25 
policemen were set and ready to 
£0. 
“It was markedly different at the 
French border when we got there. 


Grim-faced officers told us we 
couldn’t pass until we got a police 
permit. We obtained it, however, 
without difficulty. While we were| 
waiting we watched people - still’ 
busy gathering their belongings, | 
and obviously making ready to 
leave their homes. 

“On the French side, we were 
taken immediately to an official 
who questioned us carefully about 
what we had seen in Germany. He 
wanted to know about guns we had 
seen, and tanks and war supplies. 
We had to tell him that we saw 
nothing but trucks full of troops 
and covered wagons. 

Scared by Planes at Paris. 

“When we arrived at Paris, we 
saw the air filled with planes, and 
were really scared. Naturally, we 
didn’t know whose planes they 
were and it seemed as though 
bombs might be ready to fall any 
minute. The people were off the 
sireets, and women were dressed 
in black as though in mourning. 

“Paris looked,” Miss Weidle com- 
mented, “exactly as‘one thinks a 
city would with the men gone to 
war. It was depressing just to 
look down the street. 

“We began our search for a boat 
that would take us and our automo- 
bile back to the United States, We 
found that at the steamship lines 
Americans were paying 200 francs 
a day to anyone who would keep a 
place in line. We were extremely 
fortunate, because after two days 
of canvassing, we walked into the 
French Line just as a cabin reser- 
vation had been canceled. We got 
it, and believe me, we wasted no 
time getting to Le Havre and board- 
ing the Ile de France.” 

Precautions on Liner. 

Once on the boat, Miss Weidle 
and Miss Lively found that the 
excitement was not behind them. 
Only a few blue lights furnished 
feeble illumination’ on deck and 
smoking there was not permitted. 
A submarine chaser remained in 
the boat's wake to Southampton, 
but disappeared when the vessel 
started across the Atlantic. Win- 
dows and other openings were 
painted blue and were closed at 
night. News of the torpedoing of 
the Athenia was received, and 
caused uneasiness aboard the Ile 
de France. 

“The stewards and waiters and 
all the crew were attentive and 
helpful,” Miss Lively said, “and ev- 
erything was done for our comfort 
despite crowded conditions. But 
by their manner one could tell that 


something was in the air, some- 


thing serious. Almost everyone 
them we encountered had 
called to the army.

Jimmy’s duties at the studio are 
no more mysterious than those of 
other executives. He supervises the 
physical operation of the plant, He 
delves into anything that interests 
him, and Goldwyr. keeps him on 
hand 24 hours a day for display 
purposes. When he first went to 
work for Goldwyn, it was impossi- 
ble to conclude an interview with 
Goldwyn without being dragged in 
to meet Jimmy. When outside vis. 
itors were in town Goldwyn would 
insist that they meet Jimmy first 
and then come to his office. While 
the novelty of having a President’s 
son working for him has worn off 
to a great extent, Goldwyn remaing 
awed by this phenomenon. 


Like most of Hollywood, but 
abusing the custom to some extent, 
Goldwyn is impressed by famous 
people. A few members of Euro 
pean royalty and several of the no- 
bility have fouiid lucrative employ- 
ment in the cinema because of their 
connections, but Goldwyn has never 
thought well enough of any of 
them to hire them himself. He has 
been content with entertaining dis- 
tinguished tourists. Jimmy is his 
first acquisition from the politico 
social ranks, 

Goldwyn has not been invited to 
dinner at the White House yet, but 
he is confident that this will come 
in time. He has met Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt upon a number of occa- 
sions since he employed her son, 
and these meetings have always 
resulted in excellent personal pub- 
licity, although exploitation of his 
films may have suffered in the 
competition. Before “They Shall 
Have Music” opened in New York, 
the Goldwyn press agents prevailed 
upon a picture magazine to use 
three pages of photographs dealing 
with the production. The night of 
the opening an _ excellent photo- 
graph was taken of Mrs. Roosevelt 
and Goldwyn chatting. The maga- 
zine informed the publicity boys, 
who had. begged that the Roose 
velt-Goldwyn picture be used, that 
they would run the three-page lay- 
out on “They Shall Have Music” or 
the single picture of the President’s 
wife and the producer, but not both. 
Goldwyn’s decision was instant and 
absolute. “Use my picture,” he 
ordered. 


Jimmy is making good in Holly- 
wood and is doing an honest job 
for Goldwyn, giving him far more 
than the producer is buying. He 
is conducting himself wisely in his 
association with the industry at 
large. He is being put on many 
industry committees, and the pro- 
ducers are attempting to use him 
as a front that they need badly. 
He is taking it all in his stride and 
he must smile frequently as he sees 
through the schemes that are pre- 
sented to him. He appears to be 
aware of the intrigue that sur 
rounds him, but he gives evidence 
of remaining apart from it. 


He has reasoned that there ig no 
use being indignant about being 
taken fora chump. He is learning 
everything there is to learn about 
movie-making and he is being kept 
in style during his school days. His 
friends say that when he believes 
he is ready he will step out on his 
own and become an independent 
producer.

know to be either a violation of tra- 
dition or unworkable, but Holly- 
wood is a “yes” town, and so, as a 
rule, they acquiesce. 

Sometimes the Roosevelt deci- 
sions work and sometimes they do 
not, which puts Jimmy on a par 
with every other executive in the 
business. Recently he decided that 
$100,000 should he taken off a pic- 
ture’s budget. He had no sugges- 
tions to make as to where curtail- 
ment should be made. He simply 
ordered the reduction, and the de- 
partment heads cut their figures 
with no detriment to the film in- 
volyed. 

On the other hand, he initiated 
a publicity stunt that was embar- 
rassing to both Goldwyn and him- 
self.- It was nearing the release 
date for “The Real Glory,” Gary 
Cooper’s current epic, which con- 
cerns trouble in the Philippines in 
1907. The picture had been well- 
publicized, but Goldwyn, who be- 
lieves his name should be on Page 
1 every day, flew into one of his 
routine rages and demanded some- 
thine sensational. 

The publicity department set 
about concocting some stunt that 
would attract public attention to 
the film. The obvious thing seemed 
to be a protest by the Filipinos 
over some scenes. There being a 
great manv Philippine nationals in 
Southern California, a riot of some 
sort could be produced at a small: 
cost. Jimmy overheard these dis- 
cussions and had a better idea.

ITH an intimate knowledge of

matic issue. Before this informa- 
tion reached the public, the Gold- 
wyn forces issued more statements 
declaring that the producer was de- 
fying the Philippines and would 
make no cuts. Other statements 
followed, and then the, Elizalde in- 
terview was published. It all made 
Goldwyn and Jimmy look pretty 
silly. One more experienced in 
publicity would have known how to 
cover his trail. 

Because of what young Roosevelt 
has done for him, Goldwyn can af- 
ford any number of similar embar- 
rassing situations. When “Wuther- 
ing Heights” was completed, Jimmy 
tucked the film under his arm and 
sailed for England. He was invited 
to dinner at Buckingham and 
showed the King and Queen the 
picture. Then he went to Brussels, 
where the Belgian rulers invited 
him to have pot luck with them. He 
took the picture to Paris for a pre- 
miere, and the Duke and Duchess of 
Windsor were his guests.

Whenever we do too many favors for a person without permitting 
him to reciprocate, we deflate his vanity. He feels humiliated. Then he 
vaguely resents his dilemma, for he is belittled in his own sight. 
This resentment gradually changes into active anger. 

But repeatedly in this column I have pointed out that people refuse 
to turn their anger on themselves for very long. Soon they demonstrate 
what we call “projection” or passing the buck, 

They will evolve a roundabout rationalization so that they can 
actually bite the hand that feeds them, yet feel no qualms.

face, so to speak. If they can develop hostility to their creditor, then 
they will no longer feel under obligations to him. Wedon’t worry 
about our debts to an enemy.

General George Catlett Marshall 
Is Recognized by Fellow Officers 
As America's Greatest Military 


Genius Since Stonewall Jackson. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9. 


N an office on the second floor 
| or the grim old State, War and 

Navy Building, sits United States’ 
number one soldier—Gen. George 
Catlett Marshall. To him three 
months ago fell the most important 
military post in the nation as head 
man of a peace-time army. Now, 
in addition, he must keep a keen 
eye on European developments and 
be ready for any emergency. 

Tall, blue-eyed, taciturn Gen. 
Marshall is no sword rattler but 
rather is a quiet, efficient advo- 
cate of preparedness, 

In naming a new chief of staff 


to succeed retiring Gen. Malin Craig, 


President Roosevelt passed up Gen, 
Hugh Aloysius Drum and the 33 
next-ranking officers of the United 
States Army. Thirty-fourth on the 
list was George Marshall, a brigadier 
only since 1936, not a West Point 
man, but recognized by his fellow 
officers as America’s greatest mili- 
tary genius since Stonewall Jack- 
son. 

A graduate of the Virginia Mili- 
tary Institute, Marshall entered the 
United States Army in 1901 as a 
second lieutenant of infantry. 

He still possessed the intense

shyness and gawkiness that landed 
him in the “awkward squad” at V. 
M. I1., but the spark of his mili- 
tary genius was not long in be- 
ing recognized. Of this early rec- 
ognition, Gen. Johnson Hagood 
wrote in the Saturday Evening 
Post: 

“I knew Marshall first in the 
Philippines. I was a field officer 
on the staff of the department 
commander, Major-General J. 
Franklin Bell, and Marshall was 
an inconspicuous and almost un- 
known lieutenant of infantry at a 
nearby post. We were having some 
maneuvers that involved the de- 
fense of Manila and Marshall had 
been detailed to assist the adju- 
tant in administration.

PARTMENT dwellers have their 
own problems. There are many 
children in these houses and 
many kinds of mothers. The com- 
plications that arise are numerous 
and puzzling.

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A DANGER IN VITAMINS? 
By Logan Clendening, M. D. 


WEEK or s0 ago we expressed 
A tine opinion that the use of con- 
centrated vitamins was being 
carried too far. Not content to de- 
pend on the vitamins that any well- 


balanced diet contains, we are 
urged to take concentrated vitamin 
tablets and fortified foods. 

Processed food manufacturers, 
fearing the criticism that their 
products would be de-vitamized, 
have made a great variety of forti- 
fied products available—severa! 
kinds of Vitamin D milk, canned 
and natural; Vitamin A added to 
oleomargarine, and so on. 

Now, while everyone agrees that 
vitamins are necessary to prevent 
deficiency diseases and for perfect 
health, nobody knows how much 
vitamin there onght to be. And 
what I did not suggest the other 
day was that perhaps it is possible 
to get too much vitamin, just as it 
is possible to get too much of a 
drug. 

Protests coming from high au- 
thorities and presented before the 
Pacific Science Congress recently 
would tenc to support such a view 

Dr. Paul Gyory, of the Western 
Reserve School of Medicine, said 
that only a few vitamins were 
available in pure form. There may 
be hundreds of active vitamins we 
do not know about. By fortifying 
foods with the known vitamins, we 
may be upsetting the whole vita- 
min equilibrium, 

To make an analogy, if we knew 
of sugar only among the three fun- 
damental dietary principles, we 
might add it artificially to foodu, 
knowing it is necessary, but this 
would cut down the proportion 2/ 
equally necessary proteins and 
fate, perhaps to dangerous levels, 


The inclusion of too much vita- 
min of one kind may actually acti- 
vate deficiency diseases hitherto 
latent. 

Vitamin D, of all the vitamins, 
is the one that can probably be 
pushed too much. 

Vitamin D is definitely needed, 
at least by children, to prevent 
rickets. It is not present in large 
quantities in ordinary foods. In in- 
fant feeding cod-liver oil is used 
for its Vitamin D content to sup- 
plement the ordinary diet. It can 
be manufactured by the human 
body on its own, by exposure to 
sunlight. The sunlight forms Vita- 
min D in the skin. 

This is all very well, and granted. 
it is necessary, but Dr. Agduhr, of 
Upsala, Sweden, reports cases of 
children who had functional heart 
disturbances as a result of too 
much cod-liver oil. 

When the diet contains too much 
Vitamin D, exposure to sun may 
bring about conditions due to ex- 
cess of the vitamin in the body. 
Thus, stone in the kidney has been 
ascribed to Vitamin D. Kidney 
stone is known to occur in tropical 
countries, such as India, with much 
greater frequency than in less sun- 
ny climates. 

Dr. Russel] Wilder, who’ repre- 
sented the Council] on Foods of the 
American Medical Association, felt 
that only limited fortification 
should be allowed.

In a moment

When they have her they discover that 


they can't control her, and from there on the righteous impulse is lost 
in their habitual, generally ridiculous rudeness. The consequences kept 
yesterday's audience between sniffles and guffaws. 


A new il-year-old with a voice, 
Gioria Jean, is introduced as the 
little poor girl. Possibly the intro- 
duction would have been fairer 
without certain deliberate remind- 
ers of the Deanna Durbin of a few 
years ago, but their net effect is 
to make one wonder if Gloria isn’t 
even better than the film shows. 
It does demonstrate that she has 
a nice voice, attractiveness, an 
engaging little personality and ade- 
quate capacity for the make-believe 
of the screen. 

Gloria, who wins the Penguins’ 
essay contest on trees by telling 
what a slum child knows about 
them, has a great many uncles, it 
gseems—too many for the Penguins 
to hear about too long without re- 
taliating. All her uncles like uni- 
forms and so does she, but the Pen- 
guins decide she can’t wear theirs. 

Fortunately, she also has an 
obstreperous grandpa, C. Aubrey 
Smith, who does a lot for her and 
the film. 

The original story was by I. A. 
R. Wylie, who knows how to write 
a story. Musical Director Charles 
Previn—virtually a St. Louis favor- 
ite son—gives Gloria a_ well-de- 
signed song setting. The cast is 
unusally strong, and it gives Gloria 
fast competition in the way of child 
¢alent—notably Virginia Weidler 
and the brats, Kenneth Brown and 
Bill Lenhart, not to mention Ann 
Gillis, who plays a brat of another 
sort. Among the grownup contri- 
butions of note are those of Robert 
Cummings (semi-grownup, any- 
how), Nan Grey, Beulah Bondi, 
Raymond Walburn and Billy Gil- 
bert. 

For contrast—but comparable ap- 
peal to youth at any age—the sec- 
ond feature is “The Adventures of 
Sherlock Holmes,” which sees the 
end of fiendish Prof. Moriarity 
(George Zucco) on the Tower of 
London instead of a mile-high ledge 
above a waterfall. Serves him right, 
too; and it serves the audience 
pretty well through the efforts of 
Basil Rathbone as the great detec- 
tive, Nigel Bruce as his likable 
stooge, Ida Lupino as a damsel in 
distress and Alan Marshal as a fi- 
ance in a jam.

All Quiet on the 


Western Front. 


More of the same, not as pretty 
to look at but effective if deadly, 
is provided at the St. Louis in the 
revival] of the great World War 
movie of 1930, “All Quiet on the 
Western Front” from the novel by 
Erich Remarque. It has lost none 
of its punch; if anything it has 
gained—though the world may 
have lost—by the turn of civiliza- 
tion since its last showing here in 
1934, when its murderous topic 
seemed very far in the past and 
few believed it so near at hand 
again as only 1939. 

If the story lacked point—which 
it doesn’t—one sharp and cruel 
enough would be provided by the 
fact that some of its wry epi- 
grams on the effect of bombs and 
shelifire, early in the action, meet 
an audience response of very man- 
nish, very young guffaws. They 
are not unanimous. But there were 
evidences of unanimity in the ap- 
plause for a preface, shown on the 
screen, to the revival of the film as 
“a war against war.” 

Fun and action of rather 
melodramatic order are offered in 
“The Spellbinder,” the story of 
lawyer so glib in talking criminals 
out of a hole that he talks himself, 
and his daughter, into a very bad 
one, Lee Tracy is the lawyer. He 
did a pretty good job as a hard- 
boiled managing editor, himself, a 
few years ago; but this time he's 
the goat, while a newspaper man 
does not exactly put him on the 
spot, but shows up the spot Tracy 
has put himself on. It’s a part right 
down Tracy's alley, and he handles 
it like an ace.

LANS and personnel of the St. 

Louis School of the Theater, to 

open Oct. 2, were announced 
yesterday by the Little Theater, in 
collaboration with Washington Uni- 
versity. 

Intensive preparation for the pro- 
fessional theater and weekly classes 
for laymen or part-time profes- 
sional training will be given by the 
School of the Theater at the Adult 
Study Center, Lake and Waterman 
avenues. In addition, dramatic arts 
courses, for credit toward a degree 
of bachelor of science in education, 
will be directed jointly by the school 
and University College of Washing- 
ton University. 

The school, growing out of a de- 
mand which has outstripped the 
once-a-week classes offered at the 
Little Theater for several years, is 
designed to meet “an important re- 
gional need” for “serious, extensive, 
advanced work in theater educa- 
tion.” Public performances are to 
be given on Sunday evenings by 
students in the professional classes. 

Harold Bassage, director of the 
Little Theater for the last two 
years, is to head the school and 
teach acting, rehearsal and per- 
formance, principles and technique 
of play production, voice and dic- 
tion. 

The staff will include Kathleen 
Scott, former coach in Hollywood 
and at Metropolitan Opera, teacher 
at Columbia College in Chicago and 
Lindenwood, Fontbonne and other 
local schools; Associate Prof. Wil- 
liam G. B. Carson of the university 
English department, author, mem- 
ber of the Little Theater board; 
Anna Agress, formerly of the Pav- 
ley-Oukrainsky dancing organiza- 


, tion and director of the Children’s 
Theater at the Chicago World’s 


Fair, and SaLees Seddon, secretary 
on admissions to the weekly and 
professional courses. 

The professional course will be 
limited to 20 students. It will in- 
clude classes in acting, history, prin- 
ciples and technique of production, 
rehearsal and performance of se- 
lected scenes from plays, dancing, 
fencing, voice and diction, group 
singing and makeup.

Shadows of War 
Over Movie Lots 


HOLLYWOOD, Cal., Sept. 9. 
Morienter ana gay can expect 
a 


brighter and gayer motion pic- 
tures as a consequence of the 
war in Europe. 

The thoughts of the world, per- 
haps for some time to come, will 
be centered on the tragedies of 
war. Conse‘ous of its role as a 
fountain of relaxation, Hollywood 
attempts with humor and hopeful- 
ness to make the world forget ca- 
lamity and catastrophe, 

The movies have begun to revise 
their schedules to eliminate un- 
happy endings, thought provokers, 
problem stories, heavy melodramas 
and, naturally, war themes. 

In their stead will be light ro- 
mances, outdoor action with Amer- 
ican locales, comedies, more mu- 
sicals and, to use an apt theatrical 
expression, “leg sh’.” 

The war is too new for Holly- 
wood to have any idea of its effect 
on business. There will be a big 
slump at first, but if theater his- 
tory of the World War repeats it- 
self, there will be an abnormal 
spurt as soon as the world has re- 
covered from its initial shock. 
Then it will go to the theaters to 
relax and forget. 

The war has -caused definite 
abandonment of a few stories, is 
holding others in abeyance. Al- 
though Charlie Chaplin depends on 
the foreign trade more than any 
other star, he began rehearsals for 
“Prod. No. 6” this week and says 
he intends to start shooting next 
week. 

“Scotland Yard,” aimed at the 
British market, has been shelved. 
Because expensive costume pictures 
need the foreign market to come 
out ahead, “The Sea Hawk” has 
been put off. A wartime spy pic- 
ture, “Underground,” and “The 
Bishop Who Walks With God,” 
which reputedly tell the inside of 
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the beginnings of Naziism, have 
been taken off the Warner sched- 
ule. 

Between 30 and 35 per cent of 
movie revenue comes from the 
foreign field. England contributes 
almost half of this. France but 5 
per cent, Poland a mere 2 per cent. 
Business in Germany has been nil 
for years, due to censorship and 
the money embargo. 

A few high-budgeted pictures are 
being delayed until the studios 
know what is going to happen. 
They have to work from three to 
six months ahead, so if there is 
anyone in the audience who knows 
how long the war will last, I can 
get him a fine position out here. 

—-0-0-— 

There is concern in some quar- 
ters over several pictures which 
possibly might not match the mood 
of the world. One is “Nurse Edith 
Cavell,” a tragedy with a World 
War background. Another is the 
Jane Withers-Ritz Brothers slap- 
stick comedy, “Pack Up Your Trou- 
bles.” “Thunder Afloat,” filmed 


some months ago, deals with U- 
boat raiding on our side of the At- 
lantic. “The Real Glory,” treating 
of the American occupation of the 
Philippines—and full of war—is an- 
other which will be closely watched. 

Most of the Englishmen in the 
film colony are sitting on pins. So 
are their bosses. “Raffles” resumed 
filming this week when the Brit- 
ish Consul announced a 30-day re- 
spite before a possible call for Da- 
vid Niven. Niven, starring in the 
piece, is a Sandhurst graduate and 
has been told to stand by. 

Brian Aherne may be called 
home, but “Vigil' in the Night” is 
going back into work Monday. It 
has been held up by Carole Lom- 
bard’s illness. Called, too, may be 
Cary Grant, who has just started 
in a remake of “The Front Page,” 
and Laurence Olivier, who has be- 
bun work in “Rebecca.”

Hidden by Mass 


Of World News, Brought Back Serenity

NEW YORK, Sept. 9 (Ap). 


HERE happened on Broadway this week a theatrica! reopening 
and a labor strike settlement which should have been historica) 
But both faded before the tension of European war news, and 


probably their correct analysis will not be known until time for Quiet 


discussion. 

The situation at the moment is 
that the threatened strike of stage, 
screen, radio and other actors is 
averted because the stagehands’ 
union agreed to return, to the ac- 
tors, the members of a vaudeville 
union which the actors expelled and 


the stagehands immediately adopt- 
ed. It was announced that peace 
between the actors and the stage- 
hands was made because of the 
desire of both parent unions not to 
add to strife in a world already 
overburdened by the beginning of 


war, 
. 7 . 


EACE came this week when 
Vinton Freedley ventured from 
the sanctuary of the rowboat in 
which he likes to fish off Connecti- 
cut shores and reopened his musical 
hit, “Leave It to Me.” 

One of the stars of “Leave It to 
Me” is Sophie Tucker, president of 
the vaudeville union, who helped 
cause the war between the two A. 
F. of L. parent unions, the actors 
and the stagehands, So there was 
considerable doubt that “Leave It 
to Me” would open, for all of the 
actors In the cast of the musical 
were in unions oppressed to Miss 
Tucker’s union jurisdiction. Miss 
Tucker occupied the embarrassing 
position of being a member of the 
stage, screen and other unions that 
were enemies of the union of which 
she is leader. 

Well, there’s a war in Europe, and 
it needed that to settle this labor 
war of actors. The membership of 
Miss Tucker’s vaudeville union re- 
turned to the actors’ group by 
agreement with the stagehands not 
to go outside their jurisdiction 
again. 

“Leave It to Me” is open again 
with Miss Tucker, Victor Moore and 
William Gaxton. A musical particu- 
larly applicable to these times, it is 
the story of Moore, an American 
Ambassador to Russia who is Am- 
bassador only because he contribut- 
ed to the election fund and that was 
because his wife compelled him to 
do so. He wants to be recalled so 
he can return to his home in To- 
peka, Kan., and he depends upon 
an American newspaper correspond- 
ent to make him disgrace himself 
so much in Moscow that he will be 


recalled. 
Bix newspaperman plans for 
him rebounds and makes the 
ambassador such a hero with the 
Soviets that he can do no wrong.

ENERAL MAURICE GAMELIN was born in Paris of a 
military family, in a house across from the War Min- 
istry. He was descended from five generals on his 

father’s side. His father was Controller General of the 
French Army. Maurice was educated at the College 
Stanislas, where he read a book a week on philosophy 
and memorized 10 lines of prose a night to train his memory. 
He was graduated from St. Cyr, the French West Point, in 
1893, first in his class. 

His first service was in the Algerian desert posts for 
three years. Then, because of his talent for mapping, sur- 
veying and painting landscapes in water color, he was 
assigned to the army’s geographical service for three years, 
and laid the groundwork for his career as a strategist. 
From 1899 until 1902, he studied at the War College, 
getting tactics from Ferdinand Foch, who was to become 
commander-in-chief of the Allied armies during the World 
War. In 1906 he became orderly officer to General Joffre, 
then in command of division at Paris. Joffre, an engineer 
officer without a great deal of high tactical knowledge, came 
to depend on his brilliant young staff officer for tactical ad- 
vice. When Joffre was made commander-in-chief in 1911, he 
chose Gamelin as his military secretary. 

Gamelin's reward for his service at the Marne came in 
June, 1915, when he was made Chief of the Operations 
Branch at General Headquarters. Then he was given com-

From 
1925 to 1927 he was in charge of suppression of the D 
revolt in Syria. On his return to France, he commanded am 
army corps, and four years later became Chief of Staff. He 
carried out the extension of the Maginot Line from the Rhine 
to the English Channel, and in 1934, commanded “attacking" 
troops in a war game “assault” on the line that satisfied 
him as to its impregnability. He also developed mechanizo- 
tion and motorization of the army. Last year he was ap 
pointed First Chief of the General Staff of National Defense, 
and last June was made high command of the army, ai 
force and navy. 

Up to the time the war started, he led a regular routin 
office life in Paris, broken by occasional military inspection 
tours in the summer. In Paris he usually wore a civilian 
suit. At home, in his apartment on the Avenue Foch neat 
the Arc de Triomphe, he read philosophy, political and 
military history and treatises on cartography. Sometimes 
he went out to hear opera and medieval music, but had little 
time for skiing, once his favorite sport, and none for his 
water color painting. He married on his fifty-fifth birthday. 
He and his wife have no children.

Clery, near Dijon, France, has asked 

the French Department of Colonies to restore 
her to her throne or raise her pension. Behind 
the request is an unusual international ro- 
mance. More than 30 years ago Madame 
Camille was Ursula Salima Machimba, Queen 
of Moheli, one of the Comoro Islands, which 
lie in the Indian Ocean, at the northern en- 
trance of Mozambique Channel between Mada- 
gascar and the African mainland. The islands, 
whose natives are of mixed stock, with Malay 
and Arab blood prominent, were under the au- 
thority of the French Governor-General of Mad- 
agascar. One of the gendarmes stationed by 
the French on Moheli was Paul Camille, a 
handsome fellow. He and the Queen fell in 
love and married. She insists she did not re- 
nounce her throne, but she returned to France 
with her husband and accepted a pension from 
the French Government. Years of hard work 
as a housewife followed. Now, with times hard 
and her three grown children unemployed, she 
the pension, about $500 a year, isn’t 
enough, and if the Government won't raise it, 
she wants to go back to her old job as Queen 
of Moheli, where she used to live in luxury.
